The New Chief — election of a Chief Rabbi. We must confess to 
Rabbi: Agitating a feeling of surprise that this should be so, 
for Postponement. sesing that the idea has already been discussed 
ad nauseam in our columns and elsewhere, with- 

out convincing the community as a whole of its soundness. The 
attitude of those who make the suggestion is really unworthy of 


sensible and practical man. If every community or people, because it 
found a difficulty in making up. its mint! upon ‘a particular matter, 
refused to come to any decision at all, there would be an end of 
ordered government in the world. 


This demand tor postponement without any definite objective in view 
which it is hoped to gain by delay, is a siga of incapacity. Or, perhaps, 
a truer diagnosis would put it down to sheer waywardness or can- 
tunkerousness. Those who advocate delay speak as though Dr. ADLER 
died yesterday. They forget that we have already given to the policy 
of postponement a long trial. It is some eighteen months since the 
late Chief Rabbi was taken from us, and we have been postponing and 
adjourning ever since without arriving at any absolute or general agree- 
ment upon the question. We believe that the community would be 
no nearer that happy state—perhaps it would be further from it-—after, 
say, three or six months more of interregnum. There is, in sober fact, 
nothing to gain and much to lose bv further delay. It would probably 
mean our electing no Chief Rabbi at all. And if ly postponement is 
meant abandonment, as indeed we have a shrewd suspicion is, with a 
large number, really the case, then it would bs at least far more 
ingenuous openly to avow it. 
THE community as a whole, however, would, we are convinced 
no more favour such a proposition than they would 
A Cardinal the perpetual invitation ‘to put off the evil day. 
Error. We cannot be permanently reduced to the position 
of a people of Micawbers, waiting for some more 
acceptable Chief Rabbi to turn up, from heaven knows where. In 
Jewish, as in other politics or administration, there must be some 
approach to finality. We cannot be kept indefinitely in a 
state of agitation on the Rabbinate question, and hamper, as. @ 
result, the consideration of other more weighty problems. And the 
time has assuredly fully come for facing the subject like practical men, 
and disposing of it. Some persons argue as though a Chief Rabbi, once 
elected, will be fixed upon the community for life. This is an error 
which a reference to the conditions agreel to by the Rabbinate 
Conference will reveal. The Chief Rabbi will, if generally found to 
be ineflicient or in any way undesirable, ba removed forthwith, 
limitations having rightly been provided against mere captious 
opposition to him. 


We notice in this connection that a daily paper, which was once in thie 
forefront of London journals, has been exhibiting posters pointing to a 
“threatened revolt "’ upon this question; and even sending out men to 
carry the poster through the streets in which Jews ara known to be 
resident. We are sorry that a paper with the traditions of the 
Standard should resort to such catch-penny methods. in relation 
to a matter which is, after all, of almost exclusively Jewish concern. 
While obliged to it for its interest in the subject, we would assure it 
of our ability to “muddle through” without external assistanee. 
There is one point,. however, in one of the articles printed by our 
contemporary, which demands a word of attention—we allude to its 
reference to Rabbi Dr. GOLLANCZ. As to that, we would only say 
quite definitely that the learned Rabbi's name was submitted to the 
authorities, and received, of course, with the utmost respect and all 
consideration. If Rabbi GOLLANCZ’S candidature was not entertained 
we may be certain that it was solely on grounds of age and health. 
That much must be said, and can and should be accepte:| as 1 matter 
of literal truth, as well as of sheer justice to Rabbi GOLLANCZ himself

at a time of expanding communal difficulty. There 
The Annual _ has probably never been a moment at which legislation 
Meeting of touches our community at 80 many vital points. The 
the Deputies. Deputies, at their regular meetings, have attempted, 
with more or legs success, to deal with these numerous 
developments. But, like every other body similarly placed, they need 
the refreshing stimulus of contact with the rank and file, from whom, to 
use a political expression, they draw their mandate. This, in effect, 
means that, as Mr. ALEXANDER has more than once himself declared, 
it is to the interest of the Board, from its President downwaris, to 
refrain, at the coming meeting, from the repetition of past history and 
the indulgence of mere formality, and to leave the field, as far as possible, 
to the delegates ad hoc from the synagozues. The adoption of such a 
course would really bring the members of the Board into line with the 
attitude of Mr. ALEXANDER himself, who has always sought to obtain the 
fullest possible opportunity for the expression of the delegates’ views. 
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It has now become customary to meet in the afternoon, instead of, as 
was the case in earlier years, in the morning: and there has been a 
tendency to accelerate the despatch of business so as to complete it 
before the evening. This procedure, assuredly, does not make for the 
freedom of discussion which is so desirable. Delegates who fear that 
they may be impatiently listened to because the hands of the clock are 
creeping towards tea-time, are only too likely to forbear from speaking. 
Not everybody has the front of brass and the heart of steel to spoak 
against an angry chorus of “Time! Time! It would be as well, 
therefore, if the meeting proceeded about its business with the fullest 
deliberation, adjourning, if necessary, for the tea interval. If the 
annual meeting is seriously intended, it will be given full speech and 
free opportunity.

to accept this disclaimer, though we feel some surprise at Sir 
JOHN'S assertion that he was unaware of Mr. ROSENBAUM’ race. The 
danger in such matters is, however, that prejudice may be excited where 
none is intended. It is always a little petty to attempt to score off an 
opponent because he bears a foreign name. 


But when, as in the present instance, the victim happens also to be a 
Jew, the peril is that it is not so much as a foreigner that he will be 
assailed as on the ground that he is a Jew. In recent months we have 
seen an attempt to single out Jewish politicians as such for attack— 
politicians, we may point out, belonging to the SOLICITOR-GENERAL’'S 
own party. There. is always. unhappily, a certain section of people 
ready. to be attracted by such methods: and we should be able to rely 
at all events, on men of the prominence and ability of Sir JOHN 
SIMON to discourage the procedure. If Mr. ROSENBAUM'S protest should 
do something to change the basis of public controversy from persons to 
facts, it will have been written to some good purpose.

SIR MATTHEW NATHAN’S warning against gambling and betting, 
uttered at the prize distribution of the Jewish 
Athletic Association, has attracted some attention 
outside the Jewish community.

The 
spect: acle of Jewish Jads and men risking their little possessions in the 

backing’ of horses is, to us, a repellent and painful one—doubly dis- 
tressing in a people who b: ave great traditions, and are fortified with 
high ideals and a lofty mission. Only an enemy of the Jews will close 
his eves to the truth and pretend that what is, is not. Sir MATTHEW 
supported the suggestion made in these columns of the formation of 
anti-gambling leagues, which would, no doubt, act as a deterrent or 
corrective to some extent. But something might also be done in the 
way of assisting such bodies as the Jewish Athletic Association, and 
extending the lads’ clubs. It is by keeping in touch with the youth of 
the community, encouraging its indulgence in healthy recreations, and, 
we would also add, strengthening its pride in the race to which it 
healongs, that we may best hope to mitigate, if not to extirpate, the 
gambling evil among those who count most with us—the coming race.

German of the Jewish problem as it exists in the world 
Universities to-day. Russia bars and bolts the University 
and Russo- doors against all but a few of her Jewish citizens. 


Jewish Students. The Jewish students, athirst for knowledge, take 


refuge at the German seats of learning: and 
straightway there is a movement for their banishment from these 
centres. Now the authorities of the Italian Universities have offered 
their hospitality to the Jews: and the invitation may or may not be 
accepted. Some people are in the habit of picturing the wandering 
Jew as a ragged proletarian—a humble artisan or trader. But it is 
now seen that he goes in student's attire as much as in the workman's 
smock—that, in short, anti-Semitism, which pretends to be directed 
against Jewish exploiters, is equally bitter towards those who have no 
ambition other than the service of the arts and the sciences. The 
Jewish students at Berlin University, in a petition to the Rector, 
proclaim, in eloquent language, that science has nothing to do with 
questions of race or creed. The sentence reminds us of the contention 


-of the opponents of the London Jewish Hospital that pain and 


medical treatment have nothing to do with religion or nationality. 


Unfortunately the facts of this everyday world are always giving the 
lie to these theorists, and to-ay we see that Germany, which has 
known many a brilliant Jewish doctor, is restricting Jews even in the 
domain of medicine. That such a development should be possible in a 
country that is in the forefront of education is a startling testimony 
to the vigour und persistency of anti-Jewish feeling, which Jewish 
assimilators should lay earnestly to heart. The curious thing is that 
side by side with these events we notice that an organisation of ‘ Con- 
fessionslos ” German Jows | is to be formed, and that among its objects 
is to be assimilation.’’ We should have thought that the promoters 
of the society would have been sufficiently alive to the signs of the 
times to leave that item, at all events, out of their programme. The 
organisation, by drawing together Jews who stand outside the Jewish 
religious body, and making it a sine qua non that they should acknow- 
ledge their former adherence to Judaism, is really only starting another 
religious or quasi-religious community, and is thus travelling in a 
vicious circle. But do the confessionslos Jews really want to acknow- 
ledge their religious origin? We should doubt it.

“OVERDOING IT.” 


WHERE BLOOD TELLS. 
By MENTOR. 


HE fault of you Jews,” said a well-known publicist to me the other 
day, “is that you are always, if one may say so, ‘overdoing it.’ ” 
My friend's observations, if often brusque, are seldom impertinent. 
Too often, indeed, they are severely pertinent. The incident that 
alled forth the exclamation I have voted was the correspondence published 
, this journal last week between Mr. Rosenbaum and the Solicitor-General. 
'r, Rosenbaum’s first letter, opined the publicist to whom I have referred, 
was perfectly proper. The second, he thought. betrayed a disposition to 
ploit a grievance for the purpose of striving to gain the best of an argument. 
ke the Lazarino who do not hesitate to parade their sores so as to gain 
pathetic alms, was the caustic comment with which my friend capped his 
‘jticism. Whether the observation was justified or untenable so far as Mr. 
enbaum is concerned, it is not worth while here to argue. But surely any 
wht excess may be freely forgiven to a brilliant young coreligionist who, by 
foree of sheer ability, has raised himself to the proud position of being the 
econd Jew who in modern times has “educated"’ the Tory party. He 
vas nade the butt of the House of Commons, only because the latter syllable 
f his name easily lent itself to transliteration into cheap chaff and uncouth 
iigarity. Mr. Rozenbaum’s statistical powers have enabled him to be the 
eans of providing the Opposition with their armoury of arguments against the 
nancial provisions of the Home Rule Bill, the portion of the Government 
measure which, by universal assent, has suffered most from argumentative 
nsiaught. It was a mean thing for supportera of the Lill to retaliate as they 
We ought not to look too narrowly at the construction of a protest 
apelled by the very natural indignation every man feels, who, in a contest, 
eives a hit below the belt.” 
But if the application of my friend's aphorism to the Rosenbaum incident 
s of doubtful tenability, does there not reside abundance of truth in his words 
1s a general statement regarding Jews? The disposition to “ overdo it" on 
the part of our people must be manifest even to one of ourselves who cares to 
k at things as they are. The little restraint we are able to bring to the 
curbing of our emotions—our love and our hate, our sorrow and our joy 
presents us as veritable paradoxes to those whose sentiments are constantly 
under strong controi. Asa people we are intense, and we suffer for it by 
supplying an altogether undue proportion to the aggregate of the nervous ills 
that trouble humanity. The calm serenity which nothing can -rutile, the 
stoical reserve which sets a nice and well-considered limit to individual feelings, 
is foreign to the Jewish nature. We run our lives like an automobile engine with 
open throttle, and our brakes are so ineflicient that pulling up is neither easy nor 
suick nor sure. The motorist who drives in this fashion, is at least a nuisance 
‘he be not a danger. “ Road-hog” is the sobriquet with which such a driver 
endowed as a mark of his inconsiderateness. It is the disposition to ~ over- 
lo it’ that makes Jews appear oufr’ to those who are endowed with 
apacities of control which the Jew lacks. Ifthe Jew discusses he must have all 
e argument. If he trades he must have all the profit. If he goes to elect a 
nef Rabbi he must have exactly the man and exactly the sort of man /x 
vants. If the heavens and the earth, or any less or more desirable quarter, 
not yield him exactly what he wants then, he well—let us say, °° Swaythles.”

Is it any wonder that they fought like rea/ors,now with the 
spiteful energy of /’icadores, now with the cruel dexterity of anderilleros and 
ancn, With the deadly effect of some «jada inthe Suerte Matardisplaying his 
skill amid the plaudits of some /’/uz0 de Toros. Happily, it was a fauromaquia 
without the bull. If the the absence of the Haham robbed the proceedings of 
all reality it saved the brave Mi fadores from otherwise inevitable punishment. 
The attempt of the Haham to amend the Ascamot so that he 
could be called to the reading of the Law, as his’ right, at least 
four or five times more in each year than is now the case had to be resisted 
in accordance with the tradition of the peninsula. Here was a 
matter worth the Elders fighting about. Here was a foe worthy of the proud 
and ancient es/oyue of the proudest among them. Here was a noble cause 
for which to exert all their skill with Foréos and Capas, even to the estocada 
by a majority of two. Let us draw the curtain over the details. Too 
horrible is the contemplation, the mere thought of what might have happened 
had the cause been lost and the raid on the Ascamot succeeded. Happily, 
the tight was won.

The Ministers’ Scheme. 
TO THE EDITOR.—From “A MEKE MINISTER.” 


Sig,—In your last week’s issue, “ Mentor” shows towards the Ministers’ 
scheme for the religious administration of the com:munity a sympathetic attitude 
which is as welcome as it is fresh and rare. At the same time, however, two 
points in his criticism re juire correction, because they are based on an apparent 
misconce) tion of the real facts. 


In the first place, ‘“ Mentor” states that the Ministers made a mistake in pre- 


senting their scheme at an “inopportune moment.”  |’ermit me to point out that 
the Ministers did not arrange the unfortunate date of Dr. Adler's death, nor did they 
fix the date of the first meeting of the Rabbinate Conference. The Ministers were 
asked to forward their scheme in time for the first meeting of the Rabbinate Con- 
ference, so they cannot in fairness be held responsible for the “ inopportune 
moment” at which it was presented. 

In the second place, “ Mentor” complains that the scheme was overladen 
with details. Here, again, the blame does not lie with the Ministers. They 
simply complied with the request made to them in the following extract from a 
letter addressed to them by the United Synagogue :— 

It would be extremely useful if the Standing Committee of Ministers 
tabulate their suggestions, giviny as full details as possible of any scheme they 
propose. 

I should like to take advantage of this opportunity briefly to refer to the letter 
of your correspondent “ Warning” on “ The Rabbinate—the Deed of Foundation 
and Trust.” “ Warning” urges that the Electoral College should ask the new 
Chief Rabbi to undertake that he will éxercise the vast personal powers conferred 
on him by the Deed of Foundation and Trust only “in co-operation with such 
Ecclesiastical Council as may hereafter be appointed.” Clause 3 of the Deed of 
Foundation and Trust runs thus :— 

‘The form of worship in each of the constituent Synagogues and all 
religious observances in the constituent Synagogues, and all matters connected 
with the religious administration of the United Synagogue and of its 
subsidiary charities, shall, subject to the provision in the Scheme requiring 
such form of worship to be in accordance with the Polish or German ritual, 

_ be under the supervision and control of the Chief Rabbi.” 


Clause 20 of the Ministers’ Scheme reads as follows :— 
“The Chief Rabbi shall be required to interpret Clause 3 of the United

So the suggestion of “Warning” appears twelve months after a similar 
suggestion from the Ministers. But when it came from the Ministers it was 
ridiculed and laughed out of court, and the lesser laity, with the inane glee of 
poll-parrots, repeated the verdict of a great personage, and stigmatised it as an 
attempt to place the Rabbinate in slavery and fetters. 

The Ministers have consistently refrained from publishing any official defence 
of their scheme. For twelve months, in the face of hostile criticism, they have 
maintained a dignified silence on the question of the religious administration of 
the community. But the passage of time is rapidly justifying their scheme. Every 
valuable suggestion which has been advanced in the interval for securing an efficient 
Rabbinate, apart from the personality of a Chief Rabbi, is a plagiarism, without 
acknowledgment, from the Ministers’ scheme. When the innocent victims are 
defenceless Ministers, I presume that brain-picking is a perfectly legitimate sport. 


“Mentor,” however, now leads one to hope that some day the laity may wake 
up to the consciousness of having been victims of the dire delusion that all 
Ministers are necessarily and inevitably fools, and may gradually learn to recover 
from the supposed indignity of accepting with appropriate quotation marks all 
sound and practical proposals for the religious welfare of the community, even 
when they emanate from the clergy. 


THE RECRUITING OF THE MINISTRY. 


A NEW DEPARTURE AT JEWS COLLEGE. 


The Council of Jews’ College recently appointed a Committee, the report of 
which may prove a turning point in the history of Anglo-Jewry. The resolutions 
by which the Committee was appointed first express the dissatisfaction of the 
Council with the present methods of recruiting students, and then proceed to 
instruct the Committee to replace them, and not to overlook the possibility of con. 
verting the College into a post-graduate institution situated at Oxford or Cam. 
bridge. As Anglo-Jewry bas, for all practical purposes, relegated the care of its 
spiritual well-being to the hands of its clergy, these must, as a body, for the most 
part be held responsible for the present spiritual condition of the community. 
Thus any material change in the conatitation of the Anglo-Jewish clerical body, 
such as an alteration in the method of recruiting the students of Jews’ College 
would involve, must have immeasurable infinence on the future of Judaism and of 
Jewry in this country. 

The Anglo-Jewish Community is in effect dependent upon Jews’ College for 
its Ministers. Of the sixteen constituents of the United Synagogue all but two 
have Jews’ College trained Ministers, Of the three Dayanim, two were educated 
at the College. The two Ministers of the West London Synagogue, the Ministers 
of the Western and the North-West London Synagogues, the assistant Hazan of 
the Lauderdale Road Synagogue, and the Barial Rabbi of the United Synagogue 
are all alumni of Jews’ College. In the provinces, the Jewish Ministers at 
Glasgow, Leeds, Liverpool, Bradford, Brighton, Bristol Merthyr, Middlesbro, 
Sheffield, Swansea, Oxford, Hanley, and Aldershot, and also the Minister elect at 
Birmingham, all came from Jews’ College. This list comprises the great majority 
of the Ministers of Anglo-Jewry, of the others, several belong to the older genera. 
tion and are contemporary with, or older than, the College itself. 

For the greater part of its existence Jews’ College has been recruited by two 
methods: by the admission of adult students direct from without, and by the 
admission of boys into the preparatory class to be drafted into the College after 
matriculation at the University of London. Within the last few years a third 
method has been tried, that of sending boys with maintenance bursaries to 
secondary schools with a view to their admissions into the College after matrica- 
lation. The great balk of the admissions to the College have, however, in the past 
been by the second method, that of the preparatory class, and it is this method, 
which has been employed for more than a generation, which stands condemned by 
resolution of the Council. Incidentally, the resolution censures also the third 
method, that is to say, declares that the experiment initiated three or four years 
ago of sending selected boys to secondary schools has failed. 

Jews’ College is probably unique among Jewish Theological S: minaries in 
undertaking to educate children in secular and religious subjects, and the 
abrogation of the practice is unlikely to lead to objection in any quarter com- 
petent to jadge. Even if such preparatory education were considered justifiable, 
it is doubtful whether there is anything to say in favour of the existing system of 
educating children of twelve and graduates of twenty-six in the same building in 
adjacent rooms. For the fature the College will have to depend upon young men 
who have advanced some distance in their studies and who may be expected to 
know their own minds as to their futare careers. If the output from the College 
is not so great as formerly, no harm, it is argued, will be done, for the supply of 
Ministers in posse has of late years exceeded the demand, as witness two or three 
ex-students of the College who have obtained considerable academic distinction, 
yet who are without appointments. As to the project of a post-graduate college 
at Oxford or Cambridge, it is felt to be well tnat the possibility should bs 
considered but it is doubtful at least if the time is yet ripe for such a departure. 
For such a scheme to succeed a considerable endowment would be necessary, for 
maintenance scholarships of some £150 a year would have to be awarded to every 
student in order to enable him to live at a university town. On the other hand 
the existing expenditure could in no measure be reduced, for the present staff 
would have to be transplanted bodily, the instruction given at either university at 
present being quite inadequate to qualify candidates for the Rabbinate, the true 
goal towards which the Anglo-Jewish Ministry mast strive if a cultured Judaism 
is to flourish in England. Re Xs Be

ments laid before them, but it appeared that several important and difficult 
questions of law are involved, and have further reported the relevant facts 
relating to the said transactions. 

And praying that His Majesty will refer to the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council for hearing and consideration the question of law whether, 
by reason of the facts so reported, the said transactions, or any and which of 
such transactions, disable Sir Stuart Samuel from sitting and voting in this 
House, in order that the said Judicial Committee may, after hearing argument 
on both sides (if necessary) advise His Majesty thereon. 

And further praying His Majesty, upon receiving the advice of the said 
Judicial Committee, will be pleased to communicate such advice to this House 
in order that this House may take such action as seems to it proper in the 
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Abroad and. the Colonies.

Evually disastrous are the recent decision of the Senate, concerning the 
residence of Jews in Polish villages (already reported in the JEWISH CHRONICLE), 
aud the new regulations as regards artisans’ certificates at Kieff, each restriction 
resulting in expulsions of Jews. Renewed expalsions are on fcot in the villages near 
Pinsk and Kishineff. Our coreligionists are aleo being exiled from St. Petersburg, 
Kbarkot!, Finland, Yalta, and Petrovsk (Dagestan), and the only relief granted to 
Jews exiled from tbe villages in the Ekater:noslav province and in the case of thirty 
Polizh-Jewish families which appealed to the new Minister of the Interior is the 
postponement of the execution of the orders. At Nicolaieff, after serious trouble, 
trading certificates are now being issued to Jews. Tragic facts are, bowever, 
reported from other parte of the country in connection with the expuisions. At 
Michailovka (Volbynia), a Jewish family has just been exiled, despite the doctor's 
orders prohibiting the removal of the ailing mother. At Velika Vola, the expelled 
inclade families whose ancestora settle: there a century ago. At Kieff, last week 
the mounted police organised a wild chase for Jews, upsetting everything in the 
road and conveying the impression that they were hunting for the worst criminals 
in the city. Their “spoil” were two Jewe who ventured to eell calendars in the 
principal Kieff street. 

’rince Mestchersky relates a characteristic fact concerning the origin of 
expulsion orders in one Rasgsian province. <A Jew having compelled the Governor 
to pay his debt, the latter retaliated by exiling coreligionists of the creditor from 
the province. 

THE RUSSIAN CALINET AND JEWISH ORPHANS, 

The Russian Cabinet Council has considered the advisability of allowing 
Jewish orphans to live in the new asylums to be erected in the villages in com- 
memoration of the tercentenary of the reign of the Romanoff dynasty.

TO SALONIKA.

SALONIKA, 

M. Cottinas, Greek Financial Inspector in Macedonia, who stayed here a 
month to study the commercial and economic situation of our markets, has been 
interviewed by the semi-official Greek paper Nev Iniera, of Athens. M. Coffinas 
made the following interesting concerning the Jews: “The most 
important element in Salonika. both as regards numbers and wealth, are the 
Jews, who at the same time are more bighiy civilised and more devoted to 
their vocations than are the other nationalitics in that city. They form 
two-thirds of the population; their schools and synagogues, their spirit of 
solidarity, their permanent and cordial relations with their coreligionists 
all over the world, have aroused my admiration. I consider this element to be the 
moat precious auxiliary for the development of the commerce and industry of 
Salonika in the future, for the Jew there ie a great merchant and a great indus 
trialiet. ° The Jew will assist in the development of Salonika, for he will be a 
competitor of the other nationalities, and especially the Greeks, and from this 
competition will result tangible progress for each of the various elements.” 

During his stay here M. Coflinas visited the important commercial establishment 
of G. A. Errera and Sons, Company, Ltd., and before leaving he stated that his 
inspection had given him a clear idea of the vastness of the business carried on by 
the company.

quite different views have been expressed on the question, and different regulations 
have been issued. The local university authorities do not know which regulations 
they are to carry out, hence every university has its own policy in reference to 
Russo-Jewish students. The petition sets out that the foreign students not only 
do not protest against the compulsory intermediate examination, but that they 
are most anxious to be allowed to pass that examination, as it would grant them 
equal rights with the native students. The allegations of a certain section of the 
German Press that Kussian students are lacking in the necessary qualifications and 
preparations required in order to be able to follow the lectures and courses at the 
university are without foundation, as all the Russian students at German 
universities have passed the matriculation examination at a Russian Gymnasium, 
which is organised on German lines and at which no fewer subjects are taught 
than ina German Gymnasinm. German scholars of high rank have often recog 
nised the superiority of the Russian State Gymnasium, and it is undoubted that a 
pupil of a Russian Gymnasium knows qualitatively and quantitatively as much as 
a student of a German State Gymnasium. It is true that there are a great number 
of Rassian students at German universities, but the cause lies in the anti-Semitic 
policy of the Russian educational authorities and the strange views which are held 
by responsible Russian politicians on education and culture. Germany would 
repeat the same error if she were to persecute a certain section of undergraduates 
at German universities because of their foreign nationality. Science has nothing 
to do with questions of race, creed, and nationality; it is cosmopolitan and 
universal. The present tendency of a certain portion of the German Press and of 
the public to exclude Russo-Jewish students from Cierman universities is incom 
patible with the notion of science as formulated by (;erman thinkers and scholars 
during the last century. It must also be borne in mind that a large number of 
famous Russian scholars who have contribated so much to science were trained 
in Germany, and therefore science in Russia is related in many ways to German 
culture. 

The petition conclades by stating that the anthorities of the Berlin University 
will, no doubt, do their best to protect Kusso-Jewish students from unjustified 
attacks against them, and that they will follow such a policy as will allow those 
students to continue their studies at German U niversities. 

The Fran learns that the petition has made an excellent 
impression on the authorities who recognise that the argaments advanced in favour 
of the Russian students are just and sincere. As far as the Berlin University is 
concerned, says the Fran/:furter Zeitung, no restrictive regulations against the

NEW AND STARTLING RESOLUTIONS, 

A huge public meeting of undergraduates of the Beriin University was held 
last week in the Veterans’ Hall, to consider resolutions in connection with the 
question of Rasso-Jewish students at German universities.

MURDER OF A JEWISH LADY AT ALEXANDRIA.

\LEXANDRIA., 

Madame Regina Laredo, who belongs to one of the best and oldest families in 
the city, and whose husband died last year, was murdered in her residence on the 
l5th inst. Madame Laredo had removed from the ground floor toa fiat on the 
first floor only a few days previously. On the day of the crime she went downstairs 
to remove some of the old farniture that was left behind, and in 80 doing she 
was shot. When the police were summoned, she was not saflictently conscious 
to answer questions which might havVe led to the identity of the murderer. How- 
ever, the chauffeur of an habityué of the Savoy Hotel Bar, which is opposite Madame 
l.aredo’s house, supplied the first clue, that enabled the police to arrest a native, 
whom the chauffeur said he bad often seen walking up and down before the 
building in which Madame Laredo resided. He also stated that he had made the 
acquaintance of the native, who declared that he was extremely fond of the young 
widow, but appareatly his misplaced attentions were left unheeded. On the night 
of the crime. the chauffeur, who was in his master’s car outside the Savoy Palace 
Bar, observed that the young native wore a very preoccupied air. 3 

The man wae arrested on the 17th inst., as he was leaving an hotel, wearing & 
false moustache and a hat instead ofa fez. He is an ex-official of the Egyptian 
Government, named Ahmad Bahdar. Shortly before the crime, his father issued 


& warning in the native papers to the effect that he was not responsible for money

According to the statement of an important witness, the murderer was seen 
knocking at the door of the ground-floor flat, which he resolved to enter at any 
costs, thinking that Madame Laredo still lived there. Another witness, an Italian 
lady who lived opposite the back of the house, identified Bahdar as the man she 
bad seen jumping out of the ground floor window on the evening of the crime. 
The window was found open after the crime. Finger prints were also discovered 
on the scene of the murder, and were compared with Bahdur'’s fingers. An 
official report has been issued by the Governmént in which Bahdar ts referred to 
as the murderer.

Notes from Cape Town. 
our Correspondent.’ 
CAPE TOWN. 

The Constitution Street Pablic School, of which Mr. E. H. Kloot (formerly 
of the Borough Jewish Schools) is the Principal, has been removed to a large and 
well-appointed building, which will henceforth be known as the East End Pablic 
School. It bas accommodation for about 500 pupils, with capacity for extension. 
On the closing day of the term the School was formally opened by the Rev. A. P. 
Bender, who conducted a short service of dedication. Mr. Bender, as Chairman 
of the Committee, in addressing the pupils, expressed the earnest hope that the 
splendid record of the School would be maintained and enriched in the new 
building. The school is under the contro! of the School Board for the Cape 
Division. 

The census returns for the Union show that the total number of Jews in 
South Africa is under 47,000. There are thus, according to the Cape Times, only 
thirty-six Jews in every 1,000 of the population. In most communities, says the 
Times, the Jew is generally so prominent as an individual in business enterprise, 
that people are apt to draw the conclusion that he is numerically far stronger 
than is actually the case. ‘“ The real strength of the Jews in South Africa as in 
other countries lies not so much in their numerical quantity as in their industry, 
their cohesion, and their instruction for good citizenship. It is worthy of note that 
in Cape Town and subarbs there are about 6 800 Jews, and that of the Jewish 
population 42,487 are found in urban centres, and only 4,280 in the rural districts. 

On the 7th of January an interesting marriage was solemnised in the Great 
Synagogue by the Rev. A. P. Bender, assisted by the Rev. B. Strod. The parties 
were Mr. L. Greenberg, B.A., LL B., of the Transvaal bar, and Miss Jennie 
Braun, formerly a member of the staff of the Sea Point High School for Girls.

The curtain was lowered, and he was 
immediately carried off the stage into the 
wings, where life was found to be extinct. 
In the previous week Mr. Van Biene 
abandoned his engagements, owing to ill. 
health. 

The deceased bad a most romantic 
career. He was born in Holland in 1850, 
but came to London asa child. In his 
early days he endured many hardships and 
great poverty. Force of circumstances led 
bim to eke out a bare livelihood, playing for 
coppers in the streets, and be was still in his 
teens when he was rescued, a humble genius, from the streets and from poverty, 
by Sir Michael Costa. Ia celebration of his good fortune, Mr. Van Biene every year, 
for the past forty years or so, on the night of November 18th, in accordance with 
a vow he made, at the very spot where he was noticed by Sir Michael Costa, 
played the ‘cello in the street, giving bis earnings to charity. He used to tell, 
with great relish, stories of his annual night's tribute to a memory of his boyhood, 
and of the gifts of coppers that were given him by the very poor, from whom he 
bimself had sprang. The deceased was exceedingly versatile, and was 
equally succes fal as musican and composer, while be possessed considerable 
bistrionic ability, and some hears ago he eatered management and toured with his 
company io a vumber of musical comedies, including ~ Falka,” Re pita,” 
“Fau-t-up to-Date,” “Ray Blas,” “Blae-Eyed Susan,” and “ Carmen-up-to- 
Data.” Bat be will, however, be chiefly remembered by his famous composition, 
“The Broken Melody,” which was first produced at the l[’rince of Wales's, in 
London, on July 28th, 1892 He appeared in this piece nearly 6 000 times in all 
parts of the world. The origin of tae “ Brokea Melody” is rather an interesting 
one, the idea having occarred to him while travelling; be jotted down the 
theme witbout any delay. Mr. Van Biene gave the one thousandth 
anniversary performance of “The Broken Melody” in July, 1896, at the 
Grand Theatre, Islington, on which occasion every member of the 
audience was presented with a copy of the music. There was a 
remarkable manifestation at the Princes’ Theatre, Manchester, in March 
four years later, when the deceased gave his 2,000th performance of the 
masterpiece. At the conclusion of bis programme, which incladed additional 
‘celio recitals, the members of his Company gathered round on the stage, when a 
presentation (in tne form of a bandsome goid chronometer and chain, and a 
diamond stud) from theatrical and other friends was made to bim. 

Accompanying the gifts was an tilaminated address bearing the names of the 
subscribers, including Sir Henry Irving, Sir George Alexander, Sir Herbert Tree, 
George Edwardes, Artbur Collias, Sir Charles Wyndham, Wilson Barrett, and 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell. On this occasion also, the members of his Company 
presented him with a gold match-box and chain, a portrait of his mother appearing 
on one side of the box, while he was the recipient of a silver cigarette case, on 
which is engraved the score of the melody, from Messrs. Ascherberg Bros., the 
publ shers. But it was well-known that without the wonderful playing of the 
’vellist, The Broken Melody woald never have ran the long course it did. 

It seems rather a curious circumstance that a ‘cellist of such fame and ability 
should only be giving bis first concert recital in London at the age of 59. At the 
Queen's Hall, the venue of the recital, he ecored as great a success as in his 
performances elsewhere. 

Daring the Boer War, Mr. Van Biene would make a point of reciting “The 
Absent-Miuded Begvar™ at some of his performances, and be was the means 
cf raising over £1,000 for the various war funds. 

He was characterised by a vature that was modest and unassuming, was a

Mr. MONTEFIORE protested against the suggestion that his criticism was 
not sincerely intended. 

Mr. ROMAIN said that Mr. Montefiore had many opportunities of joining the 
Board, where he could have dealt with these matters from within. 

Mr. M. A. N. LInvo, Chairman of the Board, said that enquiries were on 
foot as to the effect of the Insurance At, and the Medical Officer would not give 
relief to those entitled to medical benefit under the Act. But ninety per cent. of 
their cases were those of women and children. 

After further discussion the motion was withdrawn, 
agreed to.

Safety of Lauderdale Road Synagogue. 


On the vote for repairs, 

Mr. E. L. MOCATTA, President of the Mahamad, stated that expenditure 
might have to be incurred for the provision of emergency staircases. The present 
staircases were often greatly congested, and it had been urged that they would be 
dangerous in case of fire. 

Mr. D. A. ROMAIN paid that the only possible canses of fire would be the 
heating boiler or the electric light.

Mr. ROMAIN said the dangers could be obviated by periodical inspection. 


The Haham’'s Privileges. 


The MAHAMAD submitted proposals for altering the Ascoma, setting forth the 
days on which the Haham was entitled to be called to the reading of the Law. The 
proposed alterations increased the number of occasions on which the Haham was 
entitled to be called up. 

Mr. JOSHUA M. Livy declared that the carrying of the amendments would 
involve his resignation. He urged that the amendments were in violation with 
the practice of the congregation, and he described a painful incident when he had 
come into conflict with the Habam in the exercise of his discretion as “ Parnass 
Presidente.” In strong terms be denounced the attitude of hostility taken up 
towards him by the Haham, and the action of the Mahamad in siding with the 
Habam without giving bim an opportunity of relating his side of the case. He 
moved a series of amendments to the Mabamad’s proposals. 

Mr. Rh. M. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE, L.C C., seconded the amendments, and 
expressed bis astonishment at the pettiness displayed by a man of the Habam's 
standing. He deplored Mr. Levy's threat of resignation, but declared that if the 
congregation had to choose between Mr. Levy and the Haham he knew which one 
they would choose. He strongly deprecated a fend in the House of God. 

Mr. E. L. MOCATTA read a long and acrimonious correspondence relating to 
the matter, and said that the Mahamad had acted on the Haham’s assertion that 
this question was governed by din. 

Dr. ISRAEL strongly urged that the ‘Ascama be left as it was. 
mistake to import dinim into the Ascamot. He moved accordingly. 

Mr. M. A. N. LINDO seconded the motion, which was carried by six to two, 
and on being put as a substantive motion was carried unanimously.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 


The annoval meeting of the Committee of Workers among the Jewish Poor was 
held at the Centre in Malberry Street, last Monday. There were present :—

report, having been adopted, the PRESIDENT delivered an address on 


The Future of our Jewish Youth. 


To those who are engaged in work among London Jewish poor, he said and especially 
to atich of ns as are associated with the elementary schools, whether voluntary or County 
Council, the fature, both religious and material, of our youth of both sexes is a problem 
of ever increasing perplexity. At the most moderate computation at least three thousand 
Jewish boys and girls leave these schools every year at or about the age of fourteen. In 
this number there are not included those attending the secondary schools, most ef whom 
are scholars of more than average ability, and many of whom are the offspring of parents 
in the sme social position as are those attending the ordinary achools. The agencies 
that are actively concerned with the foture of these children are but few. The

are yet in their infant stage and have, thus far, done only little in the way of finding 
employment for past popils; they, however, present vast possiblities in this direc- 
tion, since they are the only bodies engaged in this work that are in direct com- 
munication with the children before they leave school. The Apprenticing Department 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians, admirable as its work is, experiences considerable 
difficulty in placing apprentices in suitable situations and in retaining them there. 
The reasons are fairly well admitted: the breaking up of the apprenticing system due to 
various trade and economic causes, in particular to the minnte subdivision of the pro- 
cesses. Of mannfactare; the difficulty of finding employers of labour who will give 
apprentices the necessary facilities for observing the Sabbath and Festivals, and the 
consequent limitation of those willing to take Jewish apprentices to masters in a small 
way of business to whom the premium paid by the hoard is frequently a matter of 
moment in bolstering up what may be a decaying business. T» these reasons must be 
added the natural disinclination of Jewish boys and girls to being under discipline, and 
the desire of parents that their children should quickly contribute adequately to the 
income of the home, seconded by the landable ambition of the Jewish child to “ get on™ 
and assist his parents, a desire and an ambition which cannot be gratified to any 
appreciable exteut whilst he is under apprenticeship. The several boys and girls clubs 
endeavour, to the best ability of their managers, to find work for those out of = 
ment. More successful, perhaps, are the labours of a certain organisation which, 
recognising bow Jewish lads are handicapped by the observance of Sabbath and 
festivals, finds employment for them without refe:ence to these religions diffi- 
culties, if their parents have no objection to this. The Sabbath Observance mploy- 
ment Burean is able to do but little in counteracting the inflaence of this Committee. 
The sum total of all these activities is not very large, and hence it comes that a con 
siderable proportion of the children who leave school each year find their way into the 
staple Jewish industries of the East nd which are seasonal trades, being “slack” for 
as many months as they are “ busy,” or take to street-selling or newspaper-vending. 


THE MOST DANGEROUS PERIOD, 


and that which most strongly influences'a boy's future, is that of the first six or twelve 
months after he has left school. Unless a situation is found for him immediately on his 
leaving the state of pupilage he js tempted to try his hand at street selling and will most 
likely remainat this. The number of boys engaged in such “blind alley” occupations 
is now distinctly lower than in past years, but is still far too large for the credit of our 
community. For boys learn nought that is good and uplifting in the streets of London ; 
erving “all the wir ners” is no ennobling occupation, and opening and closing cab doors 
in the intervals between the editicns is often but another form of cadging. All appren 

ticing agencies, therefore, should make it with their system that applications for 
apprenticeship should be made some months before the children are due to leave schoo! 
in order to afford time to find them situations upon which they can enter without any 
period of id eness intervening. Straight from the school to the workshop sh.uld be the 
rule. Further, for the satisfaction ot the parente, boys and girls should not be 
apprenticed for any lengthy period to trades which can be learnt within a very short 
space of time. There are trades where it is sheer lunacy to apprentice a lad for five 
years, and where, after two years, the apprentice has been, for quite a fair period, of 
service to his master, and is doing a man’s work and earning a boy's wage. It is a source 
of annoyance to a parent to know tbat his son is

when he is capable of earning, and does really do work deserving of, those of a skilled 
workman. If the father experiences this in the case of an elder son, all likelihood of his 
permitting the younger boys to be apprenticed is gone. <n the case of all such trades, if 
apprenticeship for a short term is impossible, there should be merely an agreement to 
teach the boy his trade within a reasonable specified time. The failure of the 
apprenticing system and the consequent entrance of our boys into unskilled occupations 
is largely responsible for the manufacture of Jewish criminals. An analysis of the 
particulars regarding Jewish prisoners committed on remand to Brixton Prison shows 
that the number of those between the ages from 16 to 19 is balf as many again as that 
of those between the ages of 19 to 21, proving the gradual drifting of the boys into crime 
just during those years when character is being formed and developed. Criminality in 
our young people is almost entirely due to economic causes ; our boys do not lapse into 
wrongdoing because they are of criminal tendency. And in this connection. I wonld 
urge those who visit Jewish homes to

to which they are exposing their children by continually blaming them for not earning 
sufficient for ther own keep. It is bad enough for a lad to be out of work without the 
parents reminding him that he is not meeting tne expenses of bis board and lodging, to say 
nothing of helping to maintain his younger brothers and sisters. This may appear a smal! 
matter to which to attach so much importance, but I feel keenly on it for this reason : more 
than one-half of the young people to whom I have ministered on my visits to Brixton Prison 
do not live with their parents, but sleep in the lowest of common lodging houses in the 
East End, very frequently even when they areat work. And the most general explana 
tion they offer for this practice is that father or mother was always ~grumblin 
because they did not earn sufficient to keep themselves. We are fully aware of the 
many domestic virtues possessed by the average Jewish parent, but he must refrain 
from nagging at his out-of-work children if he does not wish to drive them from home 
and inio prison. The homes of our East End and Soho poor are not of the brightest ; 
a couple of squalid, badly-lighted, and poorly furnished roome in a tenement house or in 
the huge, barrack-like buildings. form no powerful attraction to our growing boys and 
girls, whilet the bread thoroughfares, gaily illuminated, of the Fast or the West, with 
their many distractions, induce them to spend more of their time away from their home» 
than is at al) desirable. Bat if they prefer to pass their spare time away from the: 
homes, every effort mnst be made to keep our boys and girls out of the streets afte: 
working hours or when théy are out of employment. We have

and too few club managers; we want more of both. It is good for our youth to be under 
discipline and mild restraint daring the most impressionable years of their lives. It is 
but seldom that we find a club boy or a Brigade boy getting into trouble with the police. 
and this is the best testimony to their efficacy and to the good inflaence they exert ove: 
those who attend them. We welcome the appointment cf more visitors amongst the 
poor of the East End; we welcome it the more because they are young men, fall o! 
energy and zeal, and, let us hope, eager for the uplifting of our young people. It was # 
fine conception to group them round certain schools. I, for one, trust that their activ! 
ties will be mainly directed to the welfare of the scholars as they are leaving and whe: 
they have left the schools. What they can do for adults is mainly of an eleemosynar) 
nature, and we have organisations enongh to look after this, with a staff of paid officers 
whose duty it should be not only to relieve distress when it knocks at their doors, but to 
seek it oat also. Our new visitors can make themselves an influence for good upon ou: 
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Ly

ADMINISTRATION OF THE ALIENS ACT. 


SURPRISING DECISIONS. 
SEVERAL APPEALS AGAINST REJECTION. 


The London [Immigration Appeal Board sat just on three hours last Taes- 
day for the purpose of considering the appeals of nine aliens, who had been 
refased leave to land by the immigration oflicials. The sitting was characterised 
by the number of surprising decisions the Board arrived at, evidence considered 
satisfactory in one case being regarded «entirely to the contrary in another, while 
the working and administration of the Act came in for somewhat severe criticiam. 
The Board comprised Mr. J. H. Polak, J.?., who presided, Mr. Entield, and Mr. 
Evans. 

In the case of JOSEPH FRANK, who had received a (ond tide offer of employ- 
ment from a master tailor, and who bad a brother resident in this country willing 
to look after him, Mr. Evans said that althongh anappellant might have a relative 
in this country and a guarantee of work for a time, that was not in itself sufficient 
to show that he was a desirable immigrant, or to prove that he might not become 
a charge upon the rates. 

Mr. I. Landau, who legally defended the appellants, submitted that the Board 
was bound by the Aliens Act, and that if an appellant had a Joni fide offer of 
work and a comfortable home to go to, the Board ought not to take into con- 
sideration remote poasibilities. 


Mr. Enfield remarked that Mr. Landau would do better not to take up 
such an autocratic attitade. 

Mr. Landau: After that I have nothing further to say. It is an insult. 

In the present case, the appellant possessed fair means, and, added Mr. 
Landan, at a later period, “ the case is 80 clear that I wonder you are entering into 
so much unnecessary detail.” Mr. Evans and Mr. Enfield thereupon gave it as 
their opinion that the appellant was an undesirable appellant. ~The Chairman 
entirely dissented from this view, and thonght that the case should have been 
allowed without much argning. Representations he thought onght to be made to 
the Home (Oftice in order that a definite ruling might be obtained in connection 
with offers of employment that are made to appellants, for the fatare guidance of 
the Appeal Board. Certainl, the decisions of the Board sometimes appeared rather 
contradictory. 

The Chairman being in a minority, | rank was rejected. 


Mr. Polak added that an appellant had been rejected that- day, whom he 
thonght certainly should have been admitted. 

Mr. Evans: Then I hope the other side will also be put to the Home Office. 
In my experience as a guardian of the poor I come across destitute aliens. Mr. 
Evans went on to state that the Jewish Board of Gaardians would bear ont his 
statement. 

Through the Russo-Japanese War. 

The next appellant was ABRAHAM WISHNITZA, @ carpenter, of whom it had 
been ascertained that he had fought through the siege of Port Arthur and the cam. 
paiga of Korea and Manchuria, and that after he had left the Russian army the 
authorities refused to allow bim to establish himself in business, and that they 
restricted him as to his place of residence. He came here because he could not 
obtain employment in his native town. A master cabinet maker offered the 
immigrant immediate employment at a fair wage. The opinion of the Board was 
divided, but after urgent representations by Mr. Landan, the appeal was allowed. 

A young Austrian, SIMON KAUFFMAN, appealed unsuccessfully against his 
rejection. It appeared that the appellant, a smart and intelligent-looking young 
man, bad been here some ten weeks ago. The Inquiry Officer gave an «nsatis- 
factory report of his inquiries, bat appellant gave a categorical denial to the 
charges levelled against him of misconduct. Mr. Landau urged the Board not to 
consider seriously statements made to the officer by a person who was not present 
at the Board, and who, therefore, could not be subjected to a cross-examination. 

The appeal, however, as stated above, was dismissed. 

The appeal was allowed in the case of SAMUEL GARBER, evidence tendered 
on bia behalf being considered satisfactory. 

The appeal was a’so. allowed in the case of CHAIM LINDO, but only after 
another verbal battle between the Solicitor and Mr. Enfield, the latter disbelieving 
the statements of the appellant, who informed the Board that he was a cooper by 
trade. On the form supplied to them it was stated that Lindo was a joiner, but 
Mr. Landau pointed out that aliens were pressed by agents and others to sign 
documents, the contents of which they were in many cases ignorant. Too much 
reliance, therefore, should not be put on the forms produced and purported to be 


_gigned by appellants. 


‘*Bona Fide’’ Offers of Employment. 

CHIEL LEHRER, a young Rassian, had fifty roubles in his possession. He 
had no definite trade. A relative and a friend came forward on his behalf, and an 
offer of employment at a fair wage was made. It was, however, not. thought 
good enough, and the Board therefore decided to dismiss the a))) eal. 

After-a long discussion, the next a)»)ellant was allowed to proceed to a 
brother. On the question of an offer of work, Mr. Evans was of opinion that it 
was vot the proper thing to do to find employment for aliens after they had arrived 
at the Port of London. All appellants, he maintained, ought to have definite 
offers of work before they left their own country. 

Mr. Landau objected to Mr. Evans’ attitude, and said that he had convinced 
several Boards that that was not the proper view to adopt. The Act required the 
offering of bom’ fide employment, and disregarded entirely the time and place of 
such offers. So long as they satisfied themselves as to the veracity of their state- 
ments and the ability of employers, nothing further should concern them. 

Giving particulars concerning Chaim Coyler, the Immigration Officer said he 
felt sure that the alien had been rejected by the Grimsby officials some short time 
aco. This Coyler did not deny, and said that his appeal had been dismissed 
simply for the reason that he had no friends or relatives residing at that port and 
that nobody, therefore, came forward on his behalf. He added that he had over 
£5 in bis possession and that he came here to avoid military service in the Russian 
Army. Anemployer of several men came forward with an immediate offer of 
work at a reasonable wage. 


Mr. Evans expressed his dissatisfaction, and Mr. Enfield agreed with him as 
to the rejection of the appeal. 

Mr. Landau said he was amazed at their decision. The appellant was a 
respectable and healthy man, possessed means, and, above all, bad an offer of 
employment for a lengthy period, while he also had several relations residing in 
London. The case appeared to him as straightforward as possible, and he did not 
for a moment entertain the possibility of the dismissal of the appeal. 

The Chairman also added that he was of opinion that the case was a clear one 
for admission. The majority of the Board were, however, against him, and the 
appeal was dismissed. 


The last case, that of GERSHON SIONS, was also dismissed on the ground of

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INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH PROF. DR. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS. 


HEN the news was published that Professor Dr. Israel Abrahams had 
accepted an invitation to deliver a course of lectures in the United 
States, many of us were in fear and trepidation lest our American 
coreligionists should take him permanently fromus. We knew that the 
bait of distinguished poritions in America had been dangled before bis 

eyes On previous Occasions, and we trembled lest, at closer quarters, the enter- 
prising Jews of the United States might finally bold this literary leader of Anglo. 
Jewry in their net. It was, therefore, with a sigh 
of relief that we saw “Il. A.” omce more among 
us, looking none the worse for his strenuons trip, 
and with the assurance that though the anglers 
are still busy we may reeset easy, at any rate, 
for the present. His account of his tour sounds 
like the record of a triumphal progress, as, indeed, 
in a sense it was. lor “I. A.” is as well known 
across the herring pond by hie writings as he is in his 
native land, and to know Dr. Abrahams is to 
appreciate him. 


The Lewisohn Foundation. 


Dr. Abraham's American trip was due primarily 
to the wise foundation of a large-hearted American 
Jew. 

“I have frequently been invited to visit 
America,” Dr. Abrabams said, in reply to an 
enqniry as to the immediate object of his trip, 
“and, indeed, in 1902 | was rather pear accepting 
an invitation to settle there in connection with 
the Hebrew Union College. But in that year I 
took up my duties at Cambridge, and since then I have several times been asked 
to go out to lecture, but felt disinclined to interrupt my ordinary work, until I 
was asked to be the first Lewisohn lectarer. Mr. Adolph Lewisohn, acting on the 
advice of Dr. Stephen Wise, founded a lectureship, so that American and 
European scholars might address themselves to some of the fuudatnental problems 
of Judaism. The idea is to alternate between a native aud foreign lectygrer. The 
subject committed to me was ‘ The Fundamental Concepts of Liberal Judaism.’ 
The lectures will be published during the current year, together with three 
lectures delivered at the Hebrew Union College on *‘ Judaism and lHlellenism,’ 
‘Judaism and Mediwvalism,’ and ‘Judaism and Modernism.’ These seven 
lectures will more or less form a unity.” 


Twelve Thousand Miles. 


Dr. Abrahams intimated that some of the features of his tour would interest 
the amateur statistician. 3 

Lid you confine your tour to New York and Cincinnati’ he was asked. 

“ No, I visited all the great cities and spoke before several of the Universities. 
My land tour alone covered 12,000 miles. | was in America exactly one hundred 
days, but as I did most of my travelling by night, | was enabled to do a very great 
deal in the time without undue fatigue or baste. It will perhaps sirprise some 
who are not familiar with the ways of Liberals to hear that my tour was 
deliberately arranged so that there was absolutely no travelling on the Sabbath, 
and this arrangement was made by Dr. Stephen Wise. In all I gave more than 
one hundred addresses and must have spoken to fully 100,000 people.”

point, “that there are only two or three out of the hundreds of Reform Congre. 


gations in America in which the Torah is not read from the scroll. In many cases 
the triennial cycle is followed, and asa rule the Hebrew is translated in accordance 
with the old traditional manner. The services are conductel with real dignity, 
and we bave much to learn in England from them. The chief weak point in the 
services is the lack of congregational singing, but this is being rapidly improved by 
the work of the religion classes. The children there are tanght synagogue hymns 
and there is no donbt that this will soon re-act upon the adult services. At the 
present moment a new hymnal is under preparation.” 


Live Religion. 


Dr. Abrahams spoke in enthusiastic terms of the vitality of American 
Judaism. 

“It ia amazing,” he says, “to witness the activities which centred round each 
of the Reform temples. The religion classes are everywhere a very prominent 
feature. At Cleveland, where Dr. Gries officiates, | was present when some 700 
children were assembled, and everywhere the attendances were very large. At 
Pittsburg, Dr. Leonard Levy is most successful in ensuring the attendance at public 
worship of the young menand womenof the city, and everywhere I found that a large 
proportion of the congregation consisted of persons between the ages of 19 and 25. At 
Satarday morning services women predominate, but Friday night services, which 
are a very regular institution, are largely attended also by men. In Cincinnati, 
Dr. Philippson bas introduced an idea which might well be imitated in this 
country. He holds no Sunday service, but every Sanday morning he addresses 
his congregation on some of tbe religious questions of the day. On the occasion of 
my visit there were quite 750 persons present. Again, in Chicago, Dr. Emil 
Hirech holds Friday night meetings, at which he speaks on ethical and religious 
questions. I was there when he had an andience of more than 1,200. We listened 
to him for two hours and no one was conscious of the passing of the time. The 
American synagogues differ from the English fundamentally in the accommodation 
they provide for very large gatherings, apart from the synagogue, though within 
ite precincts. Thus, besides the hall [ have just mentioned, Dr. Hirsch’s Temple 
can seat 2,500 people. There was not a vacaut place on the Sunday morning on 
which I spoke there, and this is Dr. Hirsch’s own regular experience. I should 
like to cite the individual work of many others. but must content myself with the 
genera! statement. In San Francisco, Dr. Martin Meyer is proving that the 
extreme West is not behind the extreme East in religious activities.” 


A Varied Repertoire. 


Dr. Abrahams was asked to indicate the subject-matter of his various addresses, 
ratber a “tall order” considering the number of times he was called upon to speak 
during his tour. 

Where were the Lewisohn lectures delivered’? our representative asked. 

“They were delivered at three different places—at Carnegie Hall, at Dr. 
Harris’s Temple, and at Temple Emannel, all in New York. For the most part 
I spoke in synagogues, thongh, of course, at the Universities in the ordinary 
lecture halls. Everywhere I bad large audiences. At the Universities I chiefly 
spoke upon the New Testament. One or two of the Jewish papers gravely mis- 
représented the purpose of my lectures on this subject. My object was to show to 
Christian andiences that it was impossible to understand the Gospels without 
reference to Kabbinic literature, and throughout I suggested that such a 
reference must show that the current attacks upon Pharisaism were in 
part exaggerated and in part absolutely unfounded. I spoke on the New 
Testament to two or three Jewish andiences entirely against my own 
will. My own interest in the enbject is academic, and I do not think 
that the problems can be fruitfully discussed before general andiences. 
When addressing the latter my object was to meet the growing desire on the part 
of Jews to gain some clear ideas as to the way in which they are to deal with the 
New Testament, especially in view of the greater interest felt in it by the rising 
generation of Jews. The suggestions that [| made at Memphis before the Chau- 
tauqua were that the study of the New Testament should be the means of making 
the Jews turn to their own books. There are many ideas contained in the New 
Testament which are also to be found in Rabbinic literature, and the latter ought 
not to be overlooked and ignored.” 


“I was everywhere most cordially received and in every case the hospitality

“ Yes, I spoke in a great many of the Temples and was present at many of the 
services.

Miss Marks, who has just been appointed a 
Woman Inspector at the Board of Education, 
although the first Jewess, will be the third Jewish 
member of the professional staff of that office. The 
senior, from the point of view of service, is Dr. Alfred 
Eichholz who is a Senior Assistant Medical Officer 
as well as an Inspector of Elementary Schools. 
Mr. Augustus Kahn, also a well-known communal 
worker, was appointed less than a year ago a Staff 
Inspector of Technical Institutes and Evening 
Schools. There is another inspector, Mr. Percy 
Barnett, who has seen longer service even than Dr. 
Eichholz, and who although nota Jew by religion is 
Hebrew by birth. He is the Senior Inspector of 
Secondary Schools and was sent to Natal some years 
On special educational mission to that colony. 


Anglo-Jewry, like the two parties and the 
Cabinet and the country generally, is riven in twain 
on the subject of Woman Soffrage and, as is usual 
in such cases, both parties claim a majority. The 
impartial observer, considering the pronouncements 
of those Jews and Jewesses of weight who have 
given definite expressions of opinion on the subjéct, 
will hesitate to say whether Woman Suffrage is 
supported by.a minority or a majority of Anglo- 
Jewry. Anglo-Jewry, in the person of Mr. Israel 
Zangwill, has provided the philosophic orator of the 
movement, one who is a veritable tower of strength 
to the cause. There is in existence a Jewish League 
for Woman Suffrage, and of the two candidates 
who stood frankly as advocates of the suffrage, and 
on that platform alone, at the last General Election, 
one, Mr. Herbert Jacobs, wasa Jew. Mrs. Gilbert 
Samuel, the Honorary Secretary of the Unionist 
Woman Franchise League, is one of the leaders of 
the Constitutional movement, and several ladies 
prominent in Anglo-Jewish society have not hesitated 
to sacrifice their liberty for the cause. 


In the House of Commons it is certain that there 
is @ very considerable majority among the Jewish 


members opposed to Woman Saffrage. Sir Maurice 


Levy is one of the tellers of the anti-suffragists, 
while Sir Charles Henry and Sir Herbert Raphael 
have both taken a very decided line in opposition, 
aud they have been supported silently by the 
majority of the other Jewish members. The Cabinet, 
so far as the Jewish members are concerned is 
equally divided, Sir Rafus Isaacs being in fayour 
of the vote and Mr. Samuel against it. Mr. Samuel 
is supported in this matter by his brother, Sir Stuart, 
but as an illustration of how this controversy cuts 
through ali other divisions, it may be pointed out 
that Mrs. Herbert Samnel is generally understood to 
be sympathetically dispozed towards the movement 
for votes for women, that Mrs. Gilbert Samuel, the 
wife of the third brother, is, as bas already been 
pointed out, very much in favour of it, and that their 
cousin, Mr. Edwin Montagu, is the only Jewish 
member of the House beside Sir Kufas Isaacs who 
has voted in favour of votes for women. To these 
two some may claim that Sir Alfred Monod, a very 
earnest Suffragist, should be added, but he is a 
Ilebrew by birth rathe: than a Jow by religion. 
In the House of Lords our first Jewish peer, Lord 
Rothschild, is a determined opponent of the demand. 


In the L.C.C. Miss Adler is just as resolutely in 


favour of it. 

Miss Elise Rose Davis, late of 32, York Terrace, 
whose conditional bequest of about £20,000 to the 
Jewish Board of Guardians we mentioned last week, 
was the daughter of the late Frederick Elias Davis 
of the same address, by his marriage with Gertrude 
Moses, who belonged to the Walford family. Miss 
Davis's paternal grandfather was Elias Davis, mem- 
ber of the Common Council of the City for the ward 
of Portsoken, who, in the first number of the second 
series of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 18th October, 
1544, had a letter protesting against the postpone. 
ment of the meeting of “the committee for the 
selection of candidates for Chief Rabbi,” to which 
he had been invited. This was the election which 
resulted in the choice of the late Dr. Nathan Adler, 
then Chief Rabbi of Hanover. . 

_ Mrs. Ethel B. de Costa, LL.B., who is now on 
& visit to England, where she is watching the ever- 


changing drama of woman franchise, has the dis- 
tinction of being one of the three lady lawyers in 
New Zealand, and probably, with the exception of 
Miss Nancy. Isaacs, of Melbourne, the only Jewish 
lady lawyer of our time. Mrs. de Costa, in the 
course of a chat the other evening, mentioned that 
she had been called to the Bar of the Supreme Court 
of New Zealand in 1897, and had since practised 
there as barrister and solicitor. A kindly, gentle- 
voiced lady, still on the sunny side of life, it is 
difficult to imagine her facing the cross-fire of 
judge and counsel, or cross-examining in tones 
of severity some truculent witness for the other side. 
Mrs. de Costa confesses that she had the choice of 
adopting either the legal or the medical profession, 
but she unhesitatingly chose the former. 

This Jewish Portia found it no easy task to 
combat the prejudices of the New Zealand Bar, 
which at first exhibited a natural resentment at the 
innovation. “I must say,” she admits, “ the male 
Counsel are most courteous to my face. But I have 
reason to believe that the prejudice is dying hard, and 
that they still view with disfavour my practising in 
their midst.” Datit required something stronger than 
passive disapproval to daunt this interesting lady, and 
her practice has grown encouragipgly. Matrimonial 
and separation cases preponderate, and her clients 
are by no means restricted to her own sex. Mrs. de 
Costa wears a wig and gown just the same as any 


. other advocate, and a portrait of her, exhibited to 


the writer, showed a trim, neat advocate, whose 
appearance in court should, and possibly does, melt 
the stern judicial heart. 

It is only to beexpected that our visitor from New 
Zealand—where the women have the vote—should 
approve decidedly of the identification of our sisters 
with the franchise movement. “Let them but 
secure the vote,” she says in effect, “and we shall 
see—what we shall see.” That women will practise 
in the English Courts before another decade has 
passed is one of her pet dreams, and although she 
avers that the average woman does not possess the 
judicial mind, she is certain that, with training, 
woman will be found to hold her own with the 
embryonic legal luminaries of our temples of justice, 
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‘ne passage inculcating forgiveness. I asked: ‘Is not this, at all events, Jewish 
» spirit?’ Then why should we not introduce it into our prayer?’ There was 
och shaking of heads over that suggestion, but the objectors were a little 
.onfounded when I told them where the passage came from. It was taken from 
‘he Jewish book of Ben Sira. The incident emphases my point that Jews are far 
‘oo ignorant of their own literature.” 


Re-Orientalisation. 


Dr. Abrahama said that he spoke on forty different subjects during his tour, 
» that he did not repeat himself very much. 

“I urged on Liberal Jews in the main,” he said, “that it was vital not to 
-egard Reform as merely an abrogation of ceremonies. One of my main texts 
was that the synagogue did not need de-orientalising, but re-orientalising in the 
sense that it was just the combination of idea and form that constituted the con- 
-ribution of Judaism to the world’s religion. Forms and the absence of forms 
night alike lead to mere formalism—but on this subject I am to speak before the 
Jewish Religions Union, and shal! have more to say on that subject then. But I 
hould like to emphasise that throughout my message was that what we need is 
» liberalism of ideas.”

“I found tbat the general public, quite apart from the Jewish, was very 
anxious to hear me on economic and political questions, and I addressed very 
many gatherings of professional and commercial men on these subjects.

Does American Jewry show much interest in literature ’ 

“ The best answer to that is the fact that the Jewish Publication Society of 
America now numbers 11,000 members. In April it celebrates its 25th anniver- 
gary, and if it be possible to arrange a meeting in England to extend our 
greetings to the Americans, I shall be very pleased to address it. The work of the 
Society is one of the many agencies by which the Jewish spirit is being fostered 
in the United States. In fact, on every side efforts are being made to this end, 
both by Liberals and Conservatives. There has, for instance, of late been the 
great effort towards increasing the study of Hebrew in New York under the 
guidance of Dr. Benderly, who has adopted the method of teaching Hebrew 
as a living language. The Chautauqua movement is now engaged in a 
very promising enterprise, namely, the instruction of teachers by corres- 
pondence. Of course, these are but a few of the many activities by which 
various bodies in America are seeking to deal with the problems of theday. I 
have already occupied too much of your space or I would like to describe the day I 
spent at Ellis Island, but that I must leave for another occasion. Iam also dealing 

‘elsewhere with the social condition of the Jews in America; especially in relation 
to the question of anti-Semitism. One of the most arresting features of American 
Jewish life is the large number of Jewish social! clabs.”

A Sermon for the Week.

THE MORALITY OF INTEREST. 


‘* If thou lend money to any of mi people that is poor mith thee, thou shalt not be 
to him as a creditor, neither shali ye lay upon him interest.'’ Exodus, 


In both the Authorised and the Revised Version, the word 7&2 is rendered 
“usury.” This is not its-present day significance. ‘Usury’ in the English 
Bible is an old English word signifying what we understand in modern times 
by “ interest "—a premium stipulated to be paid for the use of capital. In 
dealings with the poor, the Biblical laws prohibited the charging of interest of 
any kind. It regarded the lending of money to those who had fallen 
into temporary distress as a foremost charitable duty, for which no 
recompense might be claimed from the impoverished borrower. To 
have permitted such recompense would have destroyed the benevolent 
character of the assistance rendered. It would have defeated the 
object of the loan by adding to the weight of the unfortunate man’s 
responsibilities, and so rendering it increasingly diflicult for him to regain his 
independence. “Thou shalt not be to him 25, like an ordinary creditor,” 
the text impressively declares—a creditor, that is to say, who resorted to those 
oppressive measures which prevailed in ancient times for the recovery of a 
debt, and which gave him an almost absolute control over the property and 
person of his debtor. All such harsh dealings were utterly alien to the spirit 
and purpose of this merciful legislation, which even forbade a lender to keep 
the poor man’s pledge over night, and which provided that when the Seventh 
Year of Release came round the unpaid debt should itself be cancelled and 
the borrower should have an opportunity of commencing life afresh, unham- 
pered by any financial obligations. But if we are to interpret these laws 
against interest aright, we must clearly recognise the limitations within which 
they were meant to apply. They were not commercial laws: they had only 
to do with the needs of the poor. What we understand by a system of com- 
mercial credit was practically non-existent among the Hebrews of ancient 
Palestine. They were an agricultural people, and the provisions of the Mosaic 
legislation were intended to preserve their primitive characteristics by 
discouraging commercial enterprise. Trade was in the hands of foreigners, 
and the Israelite was allowed to take interest of foreign traders. But only in 
the ordinary way of business. If the Gentile needed a loan to assist him in 
distress, he was to be treated with the same leniency as a Hebrew borrower: 
“ And if thy brother be waxen poor, and his hand fail with thee, then thou 
shalt uphold him: yea, ‘hough he be a stranger or a sojourner, that he may 
live with thee. Take thou no interest of him, or increase: but fear thy God, 
that thy brother may live with thee” (Leviticus xxv., 55, 56).

Two Principles. 


Two principles are thus enunciated in the Mosaic Law which, making 
allowance for the altered circumstances of modern life, may serve for our 
practical guidance in the ever-recurring question of the morality of interest. 
Firstly, we are forbidden, with all the emphasis that language can 
command, to engage in any transaction that may involve the oppres- 
poor. Secondly, the bible recognises the legitimacy 
of interest in the ordinary operations of business. The idea that prevailed 
among the great moralists of antiquity, and which found its way into the 
(anon Law of the Church and the civil practice of medieval Christian nations, 
that there is something unnatural.in the exaction of interest for the use of 
money, rested on an economic fallacy—a fallacy from which the Biblical 
writers carefully guarded themselves. It was said that money does not yield 
increase as the earth yields crops or the flocks and herds produce offspring. 
Those who put forward this idea failed to see that though money itself does 
not yield increase, the wealth of which it is the symbol does. In the ordinary 
way of business, no one would think of borrowing a piece of land, cultivating 
it, and at the end of a given time returning it without any compensation for 
its use and the fruits it has meanwhile produced. The essential nature of the 
transaction is not altered if, instead of. borrowing a piece of land, one borrowed 
the money wherewith to purchase it. And so we are led to recognise that 
there is something equally indispensable to production with labour, and that is 
capital. Human labour cannot create; it cannot produce unless it has the 
materials to work upon. It can only utilise materials which are already in 
existence, and which have been stored up by previous labours in the form of 
capital. To inveigh against capital, as is often done, as if it were 
unnecessary, or as if its profitable employment were inequitable, is to shut 
one’s eyes to the elementary facts of the distribution and accumulation of 
property. Given existing social conditions, a man confers a real benefit on 
another individual and on society by lending money, and it is so far reason- 
able that he should receive an equivalent for that service. It is the abuse of 
the power of capital which is a rightful subject for condemnation and 
abhorrence. 

Justification of Capitalism. 


From a moral and religious point of view, the ultimate justification of 
capitalism must be sought in its tendency to promote the true good of society 
and of each individual in it. The loaning of one’s possessions to others, and 
the acceptance of payment for such services, can be morally justified, but only 
if the transaction is made to conform to moral conditions. What are those 
conditions? The first condition is that it shall be to the advantage of both 
parties. Looking at the transaction reasonably, it must be one which 
is likely to be of benefit to the borrower as well as to the lender. The 
sentiment that animates all right-thinking men against those who lend 
money at high interest arises from the fact that the lender must have know- 
ledge that the return for the use of his capital which he demands is clear 
evidence of the insecurity of the borrower, and hence that he is.not investing 
but gambling with his money. In other words, he knows that his money is 
not to be placed to useful and reproductive purpose, so far as the borrower is 
concerned, the return agreed upon precludes it and the borrower's consent 
is given only through necessity and pressure of one sort or another. Such 
lending of money is a disservice to the community: to enrich oneself out of 
another's necessities is immoral—to utilise another's misfortunes to one’s 
advantage is morally indefensible. But these results frequently accrue other- 
wise than as a result of the lending of money. The “sweater’’ and the 
 tallyman,” so-called of a certain order are grinders of the face of the poor, 
Nor are individuals alone culpable in this regard, We live in days of joint. 
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stock enterprise, and it becomes a serious question to those of us who wish to 
do only what is right what degree of moral responsibility attaches to those 
who engage in such undertakings. The injunction in to-morrow's Se/rah: 
“Thou shalt not follow the multitude to do evil,” has a distinct bearing on the 
subject. We do not forfeit our individual responsibility because we act in 
concert with others. Because we have a pecuniary interest in some great 
undertaking, it does not necessarily follow that we are morally responsible for 
every detail in its management. But when it is known that some public body 
is a bad employer of labour, that it works its servants over-long hours, or 
gives them unusually low wages, it becomes our duty to have nothing to do 
with such an undertaking, however attractive may be the dividends it offers. 
There are ways of investing money which are better than others. Itis a good 
thing to look out for channels of investment which are not only not socially 
pernicious, but exceptionally beneficial. Those branches of industrial enter- 
prise should specially appeal to us which tend to unite the interest of workman 
and master, of producer and consumer—profit-sharing schemes, and schemes 
which undertake to limit in the public interest the profits they shall receive. 
Such undertakings, at once philanthropic and commercial, as the provision of 
workmen's dwellings, the laying-out of garden cities, and those municipal 
enterprises which aim at bettering the lives of toilers, will also commend 
themselves to the few or many who wish to carry their religious convictions 
into their business operations. 


Lending to Foreign States. 


Here, again, ought we not to satisfy ourselves that the purpose for which 
our money will! be used is really beneficial to the world? Not that in lending 
money to a foreign Government one makes oneself responsible for everyfhing 
that Government may do. It is enough if we know that a country is likely to 
be better governed if it is enabled to borrow money than if such assistance 
fails it. But when a country like Russia comes forwards as a borrower, 
it must be evident to anyone who gives thought to the matter that the lending 
of money to such a Government would directly help to bolster-up an organised 
system of iniquity. The lender would render himself accessory to those 
social crimes for which the rulers of that unfortunate country stand 
condemned in the eyes of civilisation. And when one hears of powerful 
Jewish houses on the Continent rendering financial assistance to 
the oppressors of their people, one wonders how men bearing the name of 
Israelites can stoop to such base methods of self-enrichment. The principle 
to which we have to hold fast in all such matters is that laid down 
in the Holy Writ—that the use to which we put our wealth is charged with 
sacred responsibilities. At our peril do we employ as an instrument of oppres- 
sion that which was given us to promote the benefit of our fellow-creatures 
no less than of ourselves. “ Lord, who shall abide in Thy tabernacle? Who 
shall dwell in Thy holy hill’ He that walketh uprightly, and worketh righteous- 
ness, and speaketh the truth in his heart. . He that putteth not out 
his money to usury, nor taketh a reward against the innocent. He that doeth 
these things sha!l never be moved.” 


JEWS HOSPITAL AND ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


NORTH LONDON CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY. 


Mr. ALPHuonse D. Josern, one of the Treasurers of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum, presided at the annual meeting, last Sunday, of the North London Children's 
Orphan Aid Society. 

In moving the adoption of the annna! report and acconnts, Mr. Ascner L. Stons 
regretted the slight falling off in the income and trusted no efforts would be spared in 
the coming year to make good the decrease. 

seconded, and the report and balance-sheet were unanimously 
opted. 

Patter referring to the falling off in the revenue, the report on to state that 
much extra personal service will be needed in the coming year if the Society is to main- 
tain its position at the head of the Childrens Orphan Aid Societies. Thanks are 
accorded Mr. Albert Strauss and the other members of the Keric Dramatic Society for 
the performance given on behalf of the Aid Society, as a result of which a sum of over 
£35 was handed to the parent Institntion. The balance-sheet shows that £151 was 
collected during the year (apart from the sum of £35) as against £203 in the previons 
twelve months. The number of members does not show any appreciable falling off, so 
that the Committee concinde that there must be a large amount of subscriptions ont: 
standing. Altbough there are upwards of 1,200 members, no expenditure is incurred in 
the collection of the subscriptions or other administrative work. Everything is done 
honorarily. In appealing for continued support the Committee hope that every member 
will use the best endeavours to add to the income of the Society by introducing new 
members. 

Mr. LD. Srero, Secretary of the Norwood Asylum, moved the re-election of the 
Honorary Officers and the Committee. He referred to the successful efforts of the Aid 
Society in helping along the wonderful work done at Norwood, efforts which were highly 
appreciated at headquarters. 

Mr. D. GOLDHILL seconded the motion. 

The following are the officers for the coming year: The Rev. Walter Levin, Presi- 
dent; Mr. Joseph N. Nabarro, L..L.B., B.A., Vice-President ; the Misses Daisy Heilbron 
and Celia De Meza, Treasurers; Mrs. Joseph Nabarro, 10, Ronda Road, Cricklewood, 
and Mrs. Elsie Samnel, 17, Exeter Mansions. Brondesbury, Hon. Secretaries; Messrs. 
D. Be and G. hb. Middlebrook, Auditors. A Committee of twenty was also 
elected.

Mr. Blaiberg 
provided a special train for the children and staff from West Norwood to East Croydon, 
and a procession headed by the brass band was formed through the main streets of 
Croydon and attracted much attention. The best seatain the theatre were placed at 
the disposal of the young visitors, and refreshments were served during the interval. 
Many suitable references to the Institution and its activities were made by the artist 
and elicited much applause from the audience. Each child before leaving the theatre 
was presented by Mr. Blaiberg with a new fid., thegift of his brother.

Sir,—Your correspondent, Rabbi B. Salomon, of Manchester, has not a kind 
word for the Jewish Religions Union. According to this gentleman's ideas there 
can be no salvation for the Jews who bave inaugurated and who worsbip in the 
Hill Street Synagogue. The outlines of the doctrines preached in that synagogue 
as stated in the CHRONICLE (November 15th) by your correspondent, “ Liberal 
Jewess,” are not satisfactory to the Manchester Rabbi. Such doctrines are, how. 
ever, held to be Jewish and good enongh for hundreds of thousands of liberal. 
minded Jews in Europe and America. In good time even such ultra-orthodox men 
as the Manchester Rabbi will acquire more enlightened ideas about Judaism as 
interpreted by devout Liberal Jews; they will then feel more tolerant towards 
their progressive brethren-in faith. 

Your aggressive, militant correspondents of the Orthodox school, who apparently 
regard the worshippers in the Hill Street Synagogue as renegades from the Jewish 
faith, may alter their opinion if they see some of the contents, and a few brief 
extracts from the Ritual in use in that House of Prayer. Let me, therefore, beg 
of you, Sir, to give place in the widely-read J&WISH CHRONICLE to the following : 

In the preface to that Kitual, we are told that most of the prayers it contains 
are derived or adapted from the traditional Jewish liturgy, while some bave been 
specially written fcr the services of the Religions Union. In that Ritual will be 
found the “Shema,” the “ Kaddish,” the Ten Commandments in Hebrew, and in 
English ; likewise some of the more sublime passages from the Scriptures, 
numerons Psalms and an abundant number of uplifting, exhorting prayers; from 
the latter I took the following brief excerpts :— 

O Merciful Father, enlighten our eyes in Thy Law, and let onr hearts cleave to Thy 
Commandments, and unite our hearts to love and fear Thy name, so that we be never 
put to shame, but, having trusted in Thy holy name, may rejoice and be glad in Thy 
ealvation.” 

» All-mercifal God, whose hand is ever outstretched to upholdand guide all who seek 
Thee in sincerity of heart, do Thon in this sacred hour help to find our way to Thee. 

“ Accept our prayers, however feeble and faltering, and grant that they may aid in 
fostering a apirit of true devotion among us, in uniting some at least of the scattered 
children of Israel, in binding them in a true spiritual harmony to one another and to 
Thee.” 

Lord we pray to Thee on bebalf of the whole house of Israel scattered over the face 
of the globe.” 

We pray to Thee for all men, Thy children, our brethren. Take them all under 
the sheltering wings of Thy, love. And may we, recognising that divergencies of thought 
and belief are of Thine implanting, strive the more zealously to be one in charity and 
forbearance, one in the desire to know and do Thy will.” 

‘* Help us to spread happiness about us as we go, to havea pitifel heart for suffering, 
to be charitable in thonght as well as in deed, to be jnsat and patient and forgiving to 
all, both to friend and foe, to speak the word of peace to him that is far off as well as 
him that is near.” 

“Teach ns to be worthy of the name of Israelite. May no act of ours sully it. May 
all that we do tend to the honour of our race and to Thy glory,() God. Give us an 


understanding heart so that we may feel how solemn is the responsibility which rests 


upon us as members of Thy people. (rive us strength to perform the Israelites mission, 
to set an example of righteousness and purity, to be a witness before the world to Thine 
everlasting trath.” 

“ Help us to be true to our better selves, to discern our real work in life, and to do it 
with all oar might. Be by our side when we are struggling with ovr own hearts, when 
we seek to rise above our failings and our weaknesees. Nelp us to realise life s meaning, 
to understand its solemnity, so that each day we live may be yet another step, leading us 
nearer and nearer to | hee.” 

Come Thou into our midst and give us hope. 
Thy love we put our trust.” 

“May we strive now and henceforth to work honestly and well; to love and help our 
fellow-men, and in all the duties of our daily life io look to Thee for inspiration and 
discernment.” 

“ Thy trnth is made known when Thy holy ones bow humbly before ’hy throne. 
Thy iighteousness we then discern, Thy iaw is revealed to the many.” 

“ Qnicken us to a new life! Open our eyes to find the best in life, the best in one 
another, so that we may rejoice in Thy presence, and learn to serve Thee by our 
happiness.” 

Now, are such supplications to the Deity as the foregoing not spiritual and 
exhorting enough to satisfy the most devout religionist, Jew or non-Jew ” 

Judaism is a religion of development. This has been made clear in the past 
centuries. Compare the Judaism, as many of us kaow it, of even only fifty or 
sixty years back with the Judaism that is followed to-day by thousands of broad- 
minded, educated Jews in the more civilised countries in the world. 

Abram S. Isaacs, Ph.D., Professor of Semitics at New York University, in 
his recent book,“ What is Jadaism?” tells us :— 

While time works its inevitable changes, enough survives from age to age to 
maintain pristine virtues and prove spurs to progress, not clogs on growth and 
developmeat. 

History tella what Judaism was in the past. Judaism in the present needs only a 
fair field, and courts no favour. The Judaism of the fatare is not an unknown 
quantity, for if it is to be true to itself and the best utterances of sage and prophet, 
it will do its active share to spread the knowledge of Goa's unity and the brotherhood 
of humanity—the Jewish ideal and mission. 

And again we are reminded by the Professor :— 

Judaism is a growth. not an instantaneous creation. The marvellous changes it 
has witnessed from the day when the Israelites received the olden tabernacle, with its 
minutiw of worship, to its latest developments in cultured lands of our time, are but 
forecasts, perhaps, of greater changes to come. 

Let us not be discouraged by the slowness of so many of our people to 
advance. The Hill Street Synagogue will and must grow in spirituality and 
increase in numbers, because there is @ spiritaal strength in the hearts of its 
leaders. Would that more of our people possessed the broad religious ideals that 
avuimated the founders of the |.iberal Synagogue in Hill Street!

West Central CLASSES AND JEwrsu Insrirure.—The second annual 
meeting was held on Saturday evening at the Institute, 15, Greek Street, W. Mr. H. 
Lansky, a member of the Executive, presided over a large andience. The Secretary, 
Mr. H. J. Morgenstern, reported that the membership had increased considerably during 
the past three months and now exceeded 400. There was also an increase in the income, 
but the corresponding increase in the expenditure on salaries and rent was far greater, 
so that the the [natitution was now being carried on at even a greater deficit than before. 
The Classes are attended by 184 pupils (including a small number of girls). There are 
six classes, each receiving two hours’ instruction daily in Hebrewand religion. Lectures 
on subjects relating to Jews and Jndaiam are held at the Institute every Sunday, and 
are being well attended. ‘he short existence of the free medical dispensary proved that 
such an institution was an absolute necessity for this district. l nfortunately, the sup- 
port that was expected would be given by the community was not forthcoming so that 
the Committee had to discontinue this branch of their work. The English class for 
adults was well attended, and the Committee are anxious again to secure the volun- 
tary services of a lady or gentleman as teacher to that the class may be re-opened. The 
Head ‘Teacher reported that the attendance at all the classes bad greatly improved. The 
accounts showed income of £421 and an expenditure of £438. The Hon. Anditors, Dr. M. 
Salkind and Mr. M. Shladawer, having presented their report, the accounts were passed 
by the meeting. Arrangements were made for a performance, in aid of the classes, to be 
held at the Pavilion Theatre on the |7th February. The outgoing Committee were 
re-elected.

Bro. Isaac Irgang handed a gold key to the Grand Commander of the Order, 
Bro. H. Bentwich, to open the club. The inscription, which gave the date of 
presentation in Hebrew and English, was read. 

Bro. H. BENTWICH, who was enthusiastically received, said he had risen only 
recently from a sick bed to journey to Manchester in order to take part in the 
‘proceedings. The beautiful key would, he hoped, be long treasured by himself 
and his children. It was a great step for a branch of the Order to have 
developed from a society intoaclub. Zionism was a step towards a much closer 
brotherhood with Judaism, and Maccabmanism was a step to closer union with 
/ionism. There were three principles associated with \accabman work, viz., (a) 
To increase the knowledge and study the greatness of their race and its moral 
influence on the world; (+) To assist in every way to secure the restoration of 
their people in the Holy Land; ‘c) To observe the first principles of self- 
government by establishing peace and harmony within their ranks. Mr. Zangwill 
bad once stated, in an alliterative phrase, they must secure money, muscle and 
morals. The late Baron de Hirsch, who wasa good Maccab: an, and therefore 
should be remembered on that occasion as a lover of Palestine, would have been 
an active worker in the movement towards the regeneration of thatland. Herz| 
did not succeed in obtaining the co-operation of Baron de Hirsch. as the latter was 
frightened at the political issues involved in the scheme. [but the new policy of 
doing practical work had been the policy of the Maccabmans since the commence- 
ment. To show that their efforts towards colonisation bad been so far succezsfal, 
Mr. Bentwich read extracts from a letter just cent to him from Berlin, to the effect 
that the executive of the Jewish Colonisation Association bad agreed to purchase a 
large estate in Judea, and had remitted a sum (the exact figure could not be 
publicly stated, but it ran into six figures) for that purpose. The Ica bad granted 
a loan, so that the purchase had been completed, and the title deeds were now in 
their possession. (Cheers.) The estate would subsequently be sold to Jewish 
people, and thus exercise a great and lasting effect upon their work in Pales 
tine. By pursuing such a policy, the Maccabeans would be associated with those 
who had the control of the nine millions left by Baron de Hirsch, which prac- 
tically meant mach towards the solution of the Zionist question. Every man 
sent to Palestine was an asset towards the realisation of their ideals. (Applause.) 

A presentation was made to Bro. Isaac Irgang, for his successfal efforts in 
connection with the establishment and opening of the Club, and for his active 
services on bebalf of the Order. An enlarged portrait of Mr. Irgang was pre- 
sented by Bro. Klebber (on behalf of the Order), who dwelt on the important 
work carried on for years past’ by Bro. Irgang. 

Bro, IRGANG, who was well received, acknowledged the gift, and was glad to 
know it would be hung in the library of the new Club, to which he had pleasure 
re- presenting it. 

Another presentation was then made, namely, an enlarged portrait of the 
Grand Commander. Bro. SORTMAN. who presented it, alluded to the arduous 
and manifold duties accomplished by their commander, and stated that he hoped 
that portrait would also be hung in their new club. 

_ Bro. BENTWICH duly acknowledged the gift. He was prond to know that 
his portrait would occupy # conspicuous position in their palatial club. 

The Rev. Dr. HOCHMAN, Deputy Grand Commander, said it was a 
co'ncidence that on that evening another Maccabwan Club situated in |.ondon was 
discussing the Rabbinate question as being the most important concerning Jewry, 
while in Manchester they were speaking on the Zionist question as being upper- 
most in their minds. Tat club could be made a platform for voicing true Jewish 
opinions and feelings and giving expression to the views that actuated Jewry, and 
‘his was a work that could be done in Manchester but not in london. The 
rapidity with which political events were moving at present—and nobody could 
have anticipated such remarkable changes in the Tarkish réyime—might inspire 
or with hopes of the realisation of their efforts towards their grand work in 
‘alestine. 

Bro. GOLDSTONE moved, and Bro. K&INGLE seconded, a vote of thanks to 
the Grand Commander and the Deputy Grand Commander. 


Bro. BENTWICH acknowledged the vote, and moved a similar compliment to 
Bro.

Dr. Weitzman delivered an address on “The Zionist Movement,” to the 
members of the Egyptian and Oriental Association at Manchester University last 
Monday. The lecturer pointed ont that from time immemorial efforts had been 
made by nearly every country in the civilised globe practically to exterminate the 
Jewish race. They had all failed, and the race to-day, though dispersad, was 
identical in its characteristics as was the case centuries ago. Dealing with the 
colopisation movement in Palestine, he said that there were now from 30,000 to 
50.000 Jews who had found a home in the country in which it was their ambition 
to die, bnt the present generation had materially improved their position by 
acquiring a practical knowledge of agricultare and the proper organieation of the 
colonies planted in the various parts of the country.

Sir,—" Imitation is the sincerest form of flattery,” but the Manchester com- 
munity, which occupies so much of its time—which might be better employed— 
in advertising its resemblance to London, has certainly gone the “ whole hog” in 
the amazing resolutions passed by the Shechita Board last week. It is certainly 
time that something was done to check the vagaries of this useful institution which, 
founded to supervise the supply of kosher meat, has taken to iteelf the oversight 


of “man and beast” and is suffering from a bad attack of “ awelled head” 
arising from the enhanced demand for kosher comestibles. It would puzzle 
the wits of the keenest logician to deduce the connection between a sub- 
stantial surplas arising from such a source, and a proposal for a local Chief 
Rabbi, bat the “man in the street” must feel indignant at the resolution to.

I say real 
leaders purposely, for no-one with an inside knowledge of the community will find 
them on the committee chosen to consider this precious scheme. 

The institution gives itself away by a choice phrase in the report which speaks 
of the Shechita board as “the figure-head” of the community. The term reflects 
great credit on the conscientiousness, if not the intelligence, of its author. The 
Board is the “figure-bead” and vo more.

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Question. opposition by the Public Burial Society—who have now opened 
three butchers’ shops—has received a check by the action of the 
butchers under the Shechita Board in reducing the price of meat. Apparently 
disconcerted by this action of the authorised butchers, the Pablic Burial Society 
last week issued a manifesto in Yiddish convening a mass meetirg for Sunday, the 
26th inst., and calling upon the workers to continue their support of the Society, 
which was the pioneer of cheaper meat for the working classes, 

The meeting took place on Sanday at the Trade Union Hall, Cross Stamford 
Street. Mr. M. SIMON, President, presided over a crowded gathering. Various 
officers of the Burial Society earnestly appealed to the workers for a continuation 
of their support. The appointment of Mr. Sam Marks as Organising Secretary 
to the Society was confirmed by the meeting. 

Whilst the activity of * the opposition ” is being vigorously maintained, it must 
be admitted that that of the Shechita Board is quite of a negative nature, and the 
fact that the constituent congregations are not receiving any income from 
the Board at present is, no doubt, largely responsible for the general apathy and 
indifference that prevails. The discontent of many of the delegates was manifest 
at the special meeting of the Shechita Board which was held at the Jewish Inati- 
tute rooms on Sunday. Mr. Joe Cohen (President) reviewed the present position, 
and remarked that if the congregations remained loyal there was every possibility 
of ultimately overcoming the opposition that had presented itself.

The CHAIRMAN said they bad been used to large meetings in support of the 
Zionist cause in Liverpool and they could have easily filled any one of the large 
public halls by people anxious to hear the great publicist, Herr Sokolow. But 
now that the Liverpool Zionists had a hall of their own they wanted Herr Sokolow 
to speak there as one of their leaders to those who were interested in the 
progress of the movement. His task in introducing Herr Sokolow to his audience 
was a light one. He was one of the best examples of a Jew steeped in European 
cultare who, at the same time, was Jewish in every sense of the term. As 
probably the greatest living Hebraist, as a publicist of renown and asa leader of 
the Zionist movement, he probably exercised more influence on the millions in 
Jewry than the Jewish millionaires with all the glamour and greatness of material 
success. 

Herr SOKOLOW, who received an ovation on rising, addressed the gathering 
in Yiddish. He analysed the condition of Jewry in the Diaspora. It was believed 
that with the progress of civilisation the conditions would improve, but it had to 
be admitted that that hope had not been realised. The methods had changed, but 
enmity in one form or another to the Jew was proceeding. He sketched the posi- 
tion in Rassia, and showed that, despite the fact that political conditions there 
were slightly better than before, the Jewish position was daily becoming worse 
and the avenues of emigration were closing. What was the cause of this 
ever-recurring enmity against the Jew’ There was no such enmity shown now 
against the Gypsy, also a wandering race. The reason was that the Gypsies had 
been subdued and broken, physically and spiritually. They were no longer able 
to hold their own. Bat with the Jews the case was different. Every attempt to 
crush them and turn them iato a race of nomads met with a spirit of revolt; 
the Jowish spirit and pride of race and faith which to revitalise the 
people and. helped them to withstand all onslaughts. In short, it was a 
whole people conscious of its right to live, of its right to preserve 
its entity, ite treasures of the past, and its hopes for the future. 
He referred to the connection between the people and the land, between 
israel and Palestine, and showed how the work in which the Zionists were 
at present engaged in that country served to strengthen this connection and 
to uphold the Jewish position there. llerr Sokolow then proceeded to reply at 
length to some criticisms which had been passed on Zionism, and concluded with 
an appeal for renewed efforts in the Zionist cause. 

Rabbi RAsINOWITZ also addressed the meeting.

Sin,—As another of those who for some time past have viewed with surprise, 
mingled with thougats of deep regret, the silence of Jewish M.I’.’s on important Jewish 
matters, | bez leave to respond to the letter of your correspondent * D. F.” 

“ D. F.” obviously misses the point. All, | hope, are fully aware that the Jewish 
Members of Parliament are sent to the House to represent british electorates, and 
they should, of course, do everything possible in the best and truest interests of the 
country. jut what on earth has that to do with their apparent lack of co-operation on 
all matters affecting Jews’ Surely your correspondent will not have us believe that the 
two conceptions of daty to ones country and duty at the same time to ones faith are 
uuworkabie. Is your correspondent really serions when he contends that because a 
Jewish Member of larliament represents a British electorate, he, as a Jew, should 
entirely refrain from taking part in any measure affecting his people’ The whole 
situation is, | ventare to say, a perfectly clear one, for here we have Jewish M.I’.'s who 
have never even troubled to raise their voices on behalf of their own rights, despit the 
profoundly unsatisfactory reply of Sir E. Grey. One would have thought thate that 
reply, together with the serious warning you sounded in your editorial notes, would, at 
least, have had the effect of moving them. But no. We have no Jewish M.P.'s to fight 
Jewish battles, to speak up for us as the Nationalist Members of the House of Communs 
do on behalf ot the Lrish. 

Anti-Semites, LU. F.’ remarks, accuse us of attaining our positions by advancing 
Jewish interests. Well, and what ofit’ I hope’ D. does not think it anything to 
be ashamed of for a Jewish M.P. to advance Jewish interests. ‘he reyret is that the 
accusation is not true, otherwise we should probably find a different state of affairs in 
many matters concerning Jews. 1). F." proceeds to challenge the statement that the 
time has long passed when we could really rest perfectly assured that the cause of the 
Jewish people would be championed by our Jewish M.P. 8 by quoting, as an instance, 
the Atiens Act. True, there were Jews who voted against the Act, but how mnay Jewish 
memoers of Parliament were there who voted for it, and how many who, in obedience 
to party demands, abstained from voting altogether’ \et the Act was chiefly, if not 
wholly, framed against Jews. 

With regard to the letter of a correspondent damanding an apology, for the manner 
in whico Mr. F. BE. Smith, A.C., bracketed Polish Jews with Anarcnists, there can be 
no possiovle doubt that the words complained of were a deliberate libel meant to convey, 
as taey did, the impression that the loliso.Jews migrating to these shores are \narchists. 
The wonder of it is that the question has not yet been raised in emphatic manner in 
Parliament by our Jewish demanding on what justifiable grounds Polish Jews 
were linked with Anarchists. Bat here again men of the Jewish faith in Parliament 

have been found lacking. 

We look out for slights,’ conclades “D. F.’ Certainly we do, and is it not, after 
all, in our own interests that we should protest against what may sometimes appear to 
be but a © trifle iasalting It is, however, tritles and slights that very often lead up to 
the more deliberate attacks made upon us, and it is undoubtedly wise to check the slignts. 

As Jews who value our faith and our people, we must not and cannot bow down or 
stand aloof, wondering what will happen next. If Jewish M.1l’.’s have not that particle 
of manhood in them to fight our battles, let us fight them ourselves through the most 
influeatial agency, the Press. Let us hold protest meetings, thereby enlisting public 
opinion. In short, let us “fight on -fght on! ”

BOOKS REVIEWED. 
. NEW JEWISH HEROINE. 


The story of the conversion «f the Khazars to Judaism has long been vindi- 
ted as genuine history. Dr. Schechter has now added considerably to our 
owledge by publishing in the Jewish (Quarterly Review a new document on the 
‘bject. This important novelty emanates from the Cairo Genizah. 
The MS. “was probably written somewhere in the Orient about the twelfth 
atury, if pot earlier.” It is in the form of a correspondence, probably with Ibn 
‘haprat. The writer does not, as in tbe older versions, profess to be royal, but 
nerely describes himself as a subject of the Kbazar hing Joseph. ' 
“The central event of the correspondence is naturally the story of the con 
version.” The novelty does not consist in the dramtis persons of the discussion : 
uc champions are the same; Jews, Christians and Mohammedans ; all three agree in

‘oay.claim to bave given us & new heroine. “The primary cause of the conversion 
ss thus the zeal of a pious Jewess for the faith of Israel, whilst the immediate 
snse was the victory of the Jewish general, which gave him al! the authority 
equired for the creation of a new order of things, raising Judaism to the dignity 
‘ the established religion of the Court and of the bulk of the Khazar population, 
aod resulting in the election of a new King.” 
Dr. Schechter discusses at length the historical bearings of his new discovery, 
and, indeed, he has given good ground for reconsidering several previous theories.

A HEBREW READER. .—(J. Meyohas ) 


Mr. Joseph Meyohas, of the Evelina School in Jerusalem, has pub- 
lished a Hebrew reading book, desigaed for school and home use. It is based 
on bruno’s “ Francinet,” and deals not with religious bat with secular topics. 
lence its title: OPW MDA. It ie admirably adapted to its parpose. It is 
desigaed to help those who are ‘giving to Jewish children their whole education, 
secular and religioas, through the mediam of tne Hebrew language. But it would 
be & mistake to term the book secular. Mr. Meyohbas bas sacceeded in building up 
character by close attention to the moral side of the subject. Ono the title-page are 
portraits of Pascal, Franklin, Stephenson, and Washiogton. and this gives the clue 
to the contents. It deals with steam-engines and bridges, with discoveries in 
America, with natural history, optics, the leaning tower in |’isa, the new astronomy, 
ishing, the Pyramids, the abolition of slavery, and a host of other subjects. In 
each case, the merely secular story is supplemented by ethical and religious com. 
ments and interludes. It was just such a book as the Palestinian schools required, 
and Mr. Meyohas bas earned the thanks of teachers who are open to new ideas. 
it should be largely used in schools where the Hebrew system prevails. Mr. 
Meyobas has dedicated the volume to Mra. Charles Singer and to myself, and both 
may be proud of having encouraged the author to produce the volams, the first of 
& series which ought to give a great stimalus to Hebrew tuition.

PENTATEUCHAL STUDIES. 


_ ‘tr. Wiener, in his present volume, has issued a sequel to his “ Essays in 
Peo'sveuchal Criticism,” which elicited the praise of critics and reviewers. The 
Sook before us contains a series of stadies, reprinted from /ibliotheca Sacra 
aod the Princeton Theological Review, and are no less vigorous in style and 
Sclentitic treatment. In the preface he traces the steady advance of more conser- 
vative tendencies; how scholars of the first rank are gradually forcing the atten- 
tion of the Graf-Wellhausen School to a more carefal consideration of the 
‘Sxtoriging, particularly with regard to the Divine appellations upon which tbe 
documentary theory” is mainly bailt. To-day (observes Mr. Wiener), “Well- 
bausen is shaken.” He shows how several of the most ardent exponents of the 
Wellbausen school, some of whom had oncs even lovingly suffered for their con- 
victions, such’men as Professors C. H. Toy and UU. P. Smith, and how Eerdmans, 
Kuenen’s pupil and successor in the Leyden Chair, have broken faith with the 
documentary theory. There is a chance, at last, he thinks, for conservative views 
to be heard with less impatience and more consideration. In the first chapter, 
entitled “ Some aspects of the Conservative task in Pentateuchal Criticism,” Mr. 
Wiener lays down the dictum “that the conservative writer should know the 


nriog ttateuchal Studies by Harold M. Wiener, M.A., LL.B. (London : Elliot Stock) ; 


higher critical oase a great deal better than any critic does . . . . the conservative 
must know not merely the strength of the critical case, butalso its weakness. . . .” 
Mr. Wiener endeavours to abide by his dictum, and has recognise his task as 
constructive. His arguments are vigorous and his information and treatment of 
the first class. His main principle is that the Massoretic Text must first be more 
surely established before the critical theory of “documents,” so largely based on 
peculiarities of the text, can be attempted, and he contends that on a more thorough 
examination of the text by means of the numerous recensions of the versions and 
the variant readings which they offer, the “ dooumentary theory ” completely breaks 
down. This collapse is considerably hastened by archwological and historical 
research. In a series of chapters dealing with this problem in detail, he so 
lucidly states his case that he cannot but command attention, although in 
some cases he is no less strained in his views than the critics in theirs. A 
good illustration of his method is afforded by chapter iii., on the dating of Genesis 
Xxii, and in several chapters on the story of Joseph, and the Jacob-lerael clues he 
demolishes with considerable ability the critical structures so flimaily raised. The 
series culminates in the chapter, entitled “The Swansong of the Wellhausen 
School.” It is a pity that the writer descends after that into an epistolary 
logomache, which detracts much from the dignity of the book. It almost comes 
down to a personal quarrel between the writer and Dr. Skinner and his editors, 
Drs. Driver and Briggs, in which Dr. Alexander R. Gordon, of Montreal, also 
finds a place. All this might have been put with more proprietry as an appendix 
at the end of the book. Mr. Wiener, however, soon rises from the dust of this 
undignified controversy to his usual height of scientific criticism in the following 
chapters. His study on the rendering of “King” in Deuteronomy and other 
parts of the Bible by “ Archon” or “ Archontes ” in the Ixx. instead of * basilens ” 
is highly interesting, and calls for more attention as it presents a curious problem. 
Chapter xvi. on “The Laws of Deuteronomy and the Arguments from Silence,” 
and chapter xvii. on “ Deuteronomy and Arguments from Style” are excellent in 
their vigorous treatment, and they show a mach deepor insight on the part of the 
author into the needs and development of a legal system of a people—as only a 
trained legal mind can best grasp and app ¢u%.«—inac the lay-critic shows. 
Another excellent study is the twentieth and twenty-first chapters dealing with 
Priests and Levites in which he sharply attacks, and, to my mind, ronts the 
Wellhansen’s dogmatism. The book concludes with a chapter on the Code of 
Hammurabi, which is somewhat of an anti-climax to the excellent preceding 
chapters. 


“TOTEMS" AND “TABOOS. 


In this book M. Reinach gives usa collection of lectures and articles which 
were delivered or written by him on various occasions during the last ten or twelve 
years. In these essays, the author appears before the public as the champion of 
totemism. “ Totem ” and “taboo” are to M. Reinach the great eternal truths, 
M. Reinach does not lay claim to originality. He says himaelf in the introduction 
(p. xi.) : “Mine has been a lowlier part—to grasp the ideas of my betters and to 
diffuse them as widely as-I might, first in my lectares at the Ecole du Louvre, 
then in the Acidémie des Inscriptions, and again in many popular and scientific 
reviews.” M. Keinach exhibits the zeal of a convert. The whole world 


is to him peovled with ‘totems and taboos.” He who does 
not believe in “totem” and “taboo” is in the eyes of M. Reinach 
an incorrigible fool (cp. p. xiii.!. Totemism with a vengeance the author 


applies to the Old Testament; cp. p. 9 and passim. What appears to 
be against the theory of Totemism, or system of Taboos, must be wrong; cp. end 
of the first chapter (p. 24f.). For the sake of a chimerical theory the decalogae 
is destroyed! See also note on p. 25. Compare also the author's remarks on the 
Decalogue and other Biblical commandments in the last chapter of his book 
(pp. 205-207). 
‘ Of course all this is sheer nonsense, if not ingenious perversity. And, how 
wonderfal! the same pen that writes so cattingly of Moses and Mosaism is so 
ecstatic about Paul (p. 200 and p. 206), Christianity (p. 200 and passim), and even 
Mithvaism (p. 180ff.). And how much labour of love M. Reinach spends on “ the 
Apostles among the Anthropophagi” (ch. ix.). How can this be explained in a 
Jew who claims to be an enlightened European? Chapter x. (“The Babylonian 
Myths and the First Chapters of Genesis") is a childish repetition of the views of 
other scholars. And so is chapter xi. (“The Hebraic Sabbath”). True, M. 
Reinach adds im this chapter something of his own when he ridicules the idea of 
assigaing to Moses sentiments of hamanity in enjoining rest for all on the Sabbath. 
Note 2 on p. 169 is meaningless. 

Tosum up. The whole book is unscientific. The tone is that of a fanatic. 
The hatred of Judaism is shockingly pronounced. What “ Taboo,” one ia forced 
to ask, can explain this production ” 5. D. 


SHIR USH'VOCHO (Song and Praise). 


In the preface to this pablication, which has bsen issued by the Rev. W. 
Stoloff, Chazan of the Hampstead Synagogae, the author states that his object in 
publishing this little volume is to present in a simple and convenient form, for 
the use of children primarily, the melodies of some of the principal hymns and 
prayers used in the synagogue service and inthe home. The first number con- 
tained in the volume is a setting to “Sholom Aleichem,” which is simple and 
tuneful. How often does one hear this in the home? Then comes the “ Kiddash ” 
for Friday night and the three festivals which follows apyo eomawaat traditional 
lines. We do not know the tune to “Shir Hamaalos.” [f it is Mr. Stoloff’s com- 
position we must frankly say it is very uasatisfactory from the point of masical 
construction. The first part isa rather pleasing melody, but here there is a com- 
mon error, that of commencing the tune with the words “Shir Hamaalos.” The 
tune to the heading of the Psalm shonld be quite distinct from that 
which follows: it otherwise lacks point. The second subject is intro- 
duced in the key of the eub-dominant. This is the weak spot. 
There are several tunes to this Psalm which we prefer. Neither are we 
accustomed to the rendering given of the Grace after meals; oaly in a few 
instances are there any traces of the rendering which is well known tous, This 
is a pity, as much space is taken up over this portion. One good point is the 
different versions given for rendering that portion of the Grace when one is in 
their home, at the table of a stranger, eto., though the phrase used when other 
guests are assembled ssems to have been forgotten. The book, which is well 
printed and neatly got up, conclades with the Cantillation for the reading of the 
Pentateuch and Prophets. No doubt Mr. Stoloff has spent considerable time and 
pains in accomplishing his task. His book may prove of uss to the congregants 
over which he ministers. 


A MANUAL OF NEGINOTH. 

The Rev. A. Perlzweig has published the Tonic acoonts for the Cantilation of 
the Pentateuch, Prophets, Books of Esther and Lamentations together with the 
Benedictions for same and examples. The compact little volume which is well 


‘and clearly printed is very interesting and will no doubt be found usefal for the 


purpose for which it has been issued. We should have preferred to have seen 
(what we might now call) the traditional mode of chanting the blessings both for 
the Pentateach and Prophets, as we note in each oase a slight deviation from what 
one has been accustomed to hear for many years in the Synagogue. As an 
example one illustration will suffice. We particularly draw attention to the last 
bar but one before the first double bar of the Blessing chanted before reading the

King David, however, who lived long bafore the 
firat encyclopedia was published, exclaimed (Psalm xix. 12): “ Who can disce-n 
errors!” Read the Midrash quoted by Rashi to this passage, and you will find 
that God at once ackaoowledged that David's demand was absolutely fair. I would 
like once, if the space were granted to me, to give a specimen list of the numerous 
errors that I have noted in the works of sach painstaking specialists like Zanz 
and Steinschneider, not to mention those whose works have a more general 
character, like Graetz or Geaiger, and who wonuld be willing to admit that errors in

details which do not materially affact their sabjects are bound to creep into their 
books. I know that the JEWISH CHRONICLE is looked upon as a standard Jewish 
paper, and | feel quite sure that the editors are priding themselves of this fact 
and aim to maintain this reputation. Yet my article on the Gomperz family 
proved that even the editor of the JEWISH CHRONICLE must say with King David 
that errors have to be pardoned. 

In your issue of November 22nd, you speak of Jamnitz as the oldest congre- 
gation of Moravia. I challenge anyone to prove this statement. I, for one, do 
not believe it. The settlement of the Jews in Moravia, as far as it can be proven 
by documents, does not date back earlier than ths twelfth century. In the large 
work on the history of Moravia, by Beda Dadik, containing twelve volames, and 
reaching to 1350, Jamnitz is not mentioned. This “argumentum e aileantio ” 
becomes convincing when one remembers that according to political conditions 
Jews could only live ia the so-called royal cities, for in those days the jurisdiction 
over Jews was the exclusive privilege of the king, and not yet conceded to the 
nobles, which began slowly in the fourteenth century. Consequently, we find 
the oldest Jewish settlements of Moravia only in such places as Braena, (\maetz, 
Znaim, and Iglau. It was not until the latter part of the fifteenth century, when 
Jews were expelled from the large cities, partly by the jealousy of the merchant 
and artisan classes, and partly by clerical intolerance, fostered by the Hassite 
movement, that Jews expelied from Iglan (1426), Braenn, Olmuetz, Zaaim (1454), 
were compelled to look for new homes in the country towns, under the protectiov 
of the landed lords. It wasvery likely then that such placis like Jamnitz received 
the exiles from Zoaim. Jamnitz itself was never a congregation of any con- 
sequence. It had in its palmiest days fifty-eight privileged families—in Moravia 
up to 1848 the number of families for each town was strictly limited—and counted 
according to the census of 1830, 325 souls, which number was reduced in 1900 to 
121 The writer of the notice on the distinguished gentleman who was rabbi in 
this place, guided by the feeling that a congregation in which such a learned man 
held office has to be prominent in one respect, attribated to it a long history to 
make up for his invbility to make it prominent in numbers.

I hear that our gifted coreligionist, Dr. F. W. Alexander, Medical Officer of 
Health for Poplar, has arranged for the exhibition of a series of cinematograph 
films, showing the working of his tuberculosis dispensary in the bow Road. Dr. 
Alexander, unless I am greatly mistaken, mooted the idea of these municipal 
dispensaries many years ago, and by dint of energetic spade-work convinced his 
own, and other boroughs, that in the dispensary alone would be foo i the certain 
means of eliminating tuberculosis in the course of few generation.. 


In a bright little description of the apprenticing work of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, Mr. Ernest Morley frankly admits in the 7oynbee Necord that appren- 
ticeship is reaching—if it has not already reached—the limits of useful expansion 
in London. “The number of snitable masters and suitable trades is strictly 
limited,” and those who consider that “ universal restoration of the apprenticeship 
system would solve the unemployment problem and abolish poverty are ignorant 
of the very elements of the subject.” 


Nor does Mr. Morley shut his eyes to the fact that the proportion of failures 
—traceable to dissatistied apprentices, worthless employers, and lack of sympathy 
and encouragement—is large, and that “the number shows signs of in- 
creasing rather than diminishing.” Boys, he tells us, seem to get restless and 
impatient after having been bound for two or three years ‘‘and to be less tolerant 
than they used to be of the drudgery which is necessary in learning a difficult 
trade.” Mr. Morley bas gone so far as to attempt to diagnose this restlessness 
which may, in his opinion, be traceable to the elementary school system, and which 
might ultimately bs eliminated if more attention were devoted to manual training 
and less to purely literary stadies.” 


All this may be very true. Bat one must not overlook the fact that there is a 
spirit of unrest, of discontent with things as they are, which is permeating all 
classes of society to-day. The poor lad is not satisfied with his lot. He wants to 
jump into the realm of riches at a bound, to have some genie at his command who 
shall transplant him from drudgery to atiluence. Again, he shares in the almost 
universal desire to be his own master, and until we are enabled to prove to him that 
in contentment lies the greatest of human happiness, his attitude towards his 
career-to-be will remain unchanged. 


The panels of the Boroughs of Stepney, Poplar, Bethnal Green, and Shore- 
ditch bave just been completed, from which it appears that the number of Jewish 
doctors who are offering their services under the Insurance Act is remarkably 
large. Among them may be noticed a fair proportion of Friendly Society doctors, 
and from what I learn, some of those gentlemen will find it necessary to enlarge 
their waiting-rooms ere long. The waiting patients in one instance resembled in 
length a quene of first-nighters, and it is to be observed that Jewish patients in 
the East End, prefer, ijn the main, to havs their ills attended to by Jewish 
doctors. By the way, the medical benefits are innocently encouraging the 
foreigner’s inordinate love for physic and his proneness to maladies, wmaginaires 
though, to be sure, be or she is bound to gramble at the smallness of the medico's 
bottles compared with the prodigal supplies handed out by the London hospitals. 


Some of these medical gentlemen appear either anxious to improve upon the 
attributes of Sir Boyle Roche's mythical bird, or have had that distinction thrust 
upon them. Their names are repeated on each of the lists of Shoreditch, Stepney, 
Poplar, and Bethnal Green. Woether this bas been done with the idea of inflating 
the lists is open to question. But the point that is occasioning real concern is: 
How is the poor friendly society member going to fare in the present chaotic state 
of things’ I learn that not a few of the doctors are finding it impossible to devote 
time to their private practices and are feeling the strain acutely. Moreover, as far 
as the friendly societies are concerned, I find in many a case a notable lack of 
information on the part of members regarding their exact position as to medical 
benefits. Members who do not come under the Act are anxious to know something 
about the selection of the doctor, etc., etc., but the specially-appointed Insurance 
Secretaries are silent. Perhaps these gentlemen will rouse themselves and devote 
a little less time to purely clerical work and a little more to the enlightenment of 
those who contribute to their upkeep. Fifty per cent of the Chevra secretaries 
have only the slightest notion of what is expected of them, and bombard the 
enquiring member with masses of literature which may or may not have a bearing 
upon the question at issue. 


A belated communication has come to hand with regard to the burning topic 
of Jewesses as domestic servants, which was lightly touched upon in this column 
some few weeks ago. From the letter of this intelligent observer of affairs, it 
appears that the Jewess is not very much to blame in shunning service in a Jewish 
or any other household. But listen to what my informant has to say on the 
matter. Jewish girls, she remarks, would be glad to go to service in many 
instances if mistresses were less exacting tban they are, “The latter expect too 
much deference, too much slaveyism, and Jewish girls are quick to resent.” 
Mistresses, she not unjustly adds, should not be so particalar as to the “cap and 


spron business,” for here, too, the spirit of democracy shows itself, and the. 


Jewess, however humble, is invariably independent. Our poorer sisters, by the 
way, will be interested to hear thata wealthy St. Louis lady has been training her 
servants so as to fit them as wives for ber sons. It is an inversion of the old 
story of Jacob and Rachel, for the lady has to serve five years in the home of her 
mistress before she can aspire to the hand of one of the young men of the family. 
There 1s no false pride in St. Louis, evidently.

JEWISH MINISTERS AS MARRIAGE BROKERS. 


TO THE EpDITOR.—From “B, L.,” Cambridge. 


Srr,— Your oorrespondent, the Rev. H. J. Sandheim, makes one vital mistake, 
for he fails to understand that a Minister, receiving a fee for bringing about a 
marriage, is simply acquiescing in a system of glorified tipping. It is pleasing to 
read that he realises his duty towards his eligible coreligionists, but it would be 
far more pleasing could he realise that this duty is one of the functions of the 
office which he ia paid to fill. By accepting a tip, he places himself on a level 
with waiters, tonts, and other professional Shadchans. 

I venture to submit that there is nothing more calculated to degrade Jewry in 
the eyes of other people, and nothing more loathsome to any well-bred individual, 
than this crude system created by your average Shadchan. It is absolutely 
unnecessary for me to enter into any details as to various coarse methods employed 
by Shadchans for advertising their goods, but the blatant vulgarity of the whole 


business is such that, whilst we support it, we deserve to reap the full disgrace 
arising therefrom. 


A Reply to the Rev. H. Jd. Sandheirm: 
To TH#é EpItor.—From “ ANTI-CANT.” 


Sir,—I read the Rev. Herbert J. Sandheim’s letter in your issue of the 17th — 
inst. with much sarprise, and notwithstanding his efforts to make a bad case look 
presentable I am atill of the earnest opinion that the professional Shadchan 
system for arranging marriages onght not to be tolerated. Moreover it should bs 
vigorously denounced when the Shadchan is a member of the clergy. The Rev. 
Mr. Sandheim tells us he “most gratefully paid a commission to a Shadchan 
brother of the cloth.” | am afraid he must be one of those exceptions that are 
necessary to prove a rule, for there can be no doubt that there are hundreds of 
men and women, who, misled by the voluble tongue of the professional marriage- 
broker, whose only object of course is his commission, are doomed to perhaps the 
greatest and saddest of all tragedies, the living death of an unsuitable and unhappy 
marriage. 

Let us dispassionately .. .ew the methods usually adopted by the Shadchan 
fraternity. The young lady’s parents are first interviewed and the question 
“ How mach money will you give?” is at once put. For, be it remembered, 
dowerless dameels are useless to the profession. A more or less eligible young man 
is next sought ont, and the proposal is made to him with the promise of the dowry 
to which figure the Shadchan has on his own accord added fifty per cent. The 
young man may probably have a small confectionery basiness and would probably 
be trading under some such style as “The International Sweetmeat Manufac- 
turing Company. Branches everywhere.” An interview is arranged at the young 
lady's house, and after one or two farther visits thea Shadchcn’s work is dons and 
the two fools become engaged to be married. 

The parties probably dwell many miles away from each other, they know 
probably little of their own thonghts, and practically nothing of each other's 
ideals, aspirations, and temperaments. They are not given the time nor the 
opportunity even to develop each other's friendship, and before they are able to 
look about them they are dragged into a marriage, which may accidentally turn 
out happy, bat does in many cases, by reason of the very nature of risk under- 
taken, turn ont the tragedy I have already spoken of. The Rev. Mr. Sandheim 
may dispute this last statement and demand proof for this assertion. He may 
point to the small number of divorces in the community as conclusive proof to the 
contrary. [ut it is common koowledge that Jewa asa class adapt themselves to 
their conditions, however painfal, without much ado, and, instead of invoking the 
law as other people do when they find themselves victims of unhappy marriage, 
they calmly resiga themselves to their fate. There can be no doubt that none the 
less such “unions” must eventually lead to serious consequences in the 
community. 

The object of the Shadchan is naturally to make as much money ont of the 
marital transaction as he can extort, and the young man is hoodwinked with the 
promise of a huge dowry, which by the way he seldom receives. Thas the merry 
game of bluff and deception goes on, and we as a community are the sufferers. I 
can assure the Rev. Mr. Sandheim I fully realise the difficulties of the provincial 
Minister, but thatis a subject I will not enter upon at the moment, since it is outside 
the purview of this subject. Bot, because a Mohel ora Shochet ia paid for his 
services, I cannot see how that can justify a system of marriage-brokering which 
surely is objectionable, if not worse. The Rev. Mr. Sandheim is nothing if not 
ingenious in his plea for the continuance of Ministers acting as brokers. He tries to 
cover up all the evil of “shadchaning” by saying that the Shadchan is carrying 
out God’s commands, and this justifies the Minster in the pursuit. If a woman is 
to be Considered as only a reigious adjanct to an Israelite, in the same sense as his 
Talits and phylacteries, then the Rev. Mr. Sandheim’s argument that a “dealer 
makes a profit by the sale of other articles, the use of which constitute religious 
duties,” becomes tenable. I anticipated this trend of argument; that is why I 
sigaed myself Anti-cant.”

JUDAISM AND SUFFRAGISM. 
Religion in Relation to Politics.

S1k,—-May I ask the privilege of your permission to reply to your correspon- 
dent’s letter in last week’s issue, under the title of “‘Jewsand Suffragism.” Your 
correspondent has seen fit, for some mysterioua reason, to touch atsome length on 
the subject of religion and politics. By this he implies that there can be no 
no possible semblance of consistency in endeavouring to associate religious 
inspiration with economic endeavour, since, I venture to assert, politics is but the 
superstructure upon economic realities without which there can be no reasonable 
interpretation of the word. Your correspondent evidently abhors the coupling of 
these different spheres of activity. In view of his satirical references to subjects, 
juite without the true pale of discussion as evidenced by his mention of such 
widely diverse topics as negotiations in the Panama dispute, International 
Arbitration, etc., it is quite impossible to take his remarks seriously and only 
evinces a desire on your correspondent’s part to indulge in a crescendo of literary 
extravagance to gratify, presamably, a personal whim. The mere suggestion of 
zach matters being made amenable to treatment by Ministers in the synagogue 
as snbject matter for discourses and his enumeration of “ pulpit invective, pulpit 
Limehouse, etc.” only intensify his efforts in that direction. 

All this, however, is as far from the real subject as are the poles apart. I 
-entare to predict that this aloofness on the part ofrour Ministers, and encourage- 
ment of the policy of “let well alone ” in matters which virtually affect the lives of 
the community, can only result in the near fature to place the “Temples of 
‘udaism ” in exactly the same predicament as the Church of I:ngland is deploring 
's the case to-day. That isto say, the sympaties of its members will be entirely 
livorced and its influence be virtually strangled in a metaphorical sense. 

This, I emphatically affirm, would be the case should the bonds which bind 
he religion to the community be severed, and thus find its activities crippled in 
‘he only usefal direction in which it can use its influence for the good of the race. 

0@8 your correspondent imagine that the young generation which is being reared 
4 an age like the present, in an ever-increasing circle of political transition, 
-conomic enlightenment, scientific progress, etc., will sit and listen with content 

iblime to stretch its intellectual tentacles in an infinite endeavour to grasp the 
eaning and purport of traditional discourses and expositions of dogma. I, for 
‘oy part, venture emphatically to think not. 

Moreover, does your correspondent suggest that tradition, no matter how 

\spiring, should occupy sole regard in our appreciation, while pressing social and 
-copomic problems keep imperatively demanding redress from those whose duty, 

rofessedly, is to lighten the load of anxiety, relieve the community of the burden 

‘ its manifold hardships, and impart vigour and bodily strength to it by its 
uoeasing advocacy of its claims to emancipation. 

I, for my part, think not. Religion, if I may be permitted to draw an 
wuslogy, is analogous to the micro-organism in a surrounding medium from which, 
»y the process of absorption, it derives its sustenance. 5o, too, is it with the 
ature of the Jewish religion, which can only preserve its vitality and justify its 
‘4.stence by cementing the bonds, the only bonds which can conceivably draw it 
‘© the community that is to take an active part in the problems which touch the 
very springs of communal existence.

About Palestine. 


INTERESTING ADDRESSES BY DR. EPSTEIN AND MR. LEON SIMON. 


“With the object of enabling those Eoglish Jews who have not seen the 
country with their own eyes to see Palestine by the eyes of others,” as explained 
by one of the speakers, the Palestine Committee have inaugurated a series of 
drawing-rcom meetings, the first of which was held last Sanday evening, by their 
kind permission, at the residence of Rabbi Professor Dr. Gollancz and Mrs. 
Gollancz, 12, Clifton Gardens. There was a good attendance, and the interest 
evinced augurs well for the future activity of the Committee in this direction. 

Mr. L. J. GKEENBKERG, who was invited to preside in the temporary absence 
of Rabbi Gollancz, said he hoped that the meetings arranged by the Committee 
would do something to foster an interest in Palestine, in its economic conditions, 
in its industrial activity and in the future possibilities of the country. 


A General Survey. 


Dr. EPSTEIN gave a general survey of the present economic conditions of the 
Holy Land and explained how the inhabitants of the country supplied what he 
termed their elementary wants. Roughly speakiog, there was something like a 
population of one and a quarter millions, and for the most part the inhabitants 
were engaged in agricultural pursuits. He did not think that for many years to 
come there would be a likelihood for industrial factories to spring up in Palestine. 
Perbaps the Jack of industry could be explained in the lack of fael in the country. 
There were, however, one or two industries of some little importance. It appeared 
that there were but few, if any, minerals in the country, but it had been 
suggested that petroleum springs were to be found. If that were the case, 
then a great impetus would be given to the industria! development of Palestine. 
The country suffered to a great extent from the lack of good harbours, in fact, 
from the lack of any barbour worth the name. Palestine was also in a backward 
state so far as the water supply was concerned. There were, perhaps, three great 
deterrents in the progress on a large scale of the country. The first was the lack 
of barbour accommodation ; secondly, the peculiar and heavy tax known as the 
tithe on agricultural produce; and, thirdly, the large tracks of arable land which 
were allowed to be neglected on account of the seeming difficulty of owners not 
being able to agree or determine as to whom parts of these waste lands belong. 


Description of the Colonies. 

Mr. LEON SIMON, who bad recently resarned from a visit t> Palestine, said 
he would endeavour to add a little local colour to the details Dr. Epstein bad given 
of that country. He went on to describs his impressions, and dealt particularly 
with his visits to one or two Jewish colonies. Some idea of what the Jewish 
colonisation of Palestine meant for the civilisation and development of the country 
might be obtained by contrasting the Jewish colonies, even the poorest of them, 
with the primitive Arab villages. The contrast, so much in favour of the Jewish 
colony, was accentuated when one came to Petach-Tikvah, “ the fine flower of the 
colonies,” which, with its two thousand inhabitants, might be called a small town. 
Not that it had any of the characteristics which one usually associated with 
“town ” as distinct from “country.” It was like a “ garden city "—not, however, 
a sort of plaything, bat a place where people worked and earned their living out of 
the land. Every Jewish colony was self-governing, and the successfal way in 
which they were managed proved the absurdity of the idea that Jews could not 
govern themselves. Inall the colonies one got the impression that they were materi- 
ally prospering, thongh some were moreadvanced than others. And onerealised what 
these little colonies meantforthe Jewish people asa whole. Onesaw there the begin. 
ning of a Jewish type of life, which would advance along a continuous line of develop. 
ment, instead of being subjected, as in other countries, to eternal intlaences varying 
from generation to generation, according to the different countries to which Jews 
migrated. That continuity of development was what was lacking in the life of the 
Jewish people, and what the Palestinian colonies would supply. He wished to 
emphasise that Palestine was not simply a land of historical relics, or even simply 
@ country whers emigrants from Kassia could be settled, bat a place where even 
English Jews could go and live in comfort. It was difficult to understand why 
English Jews as a whole bad stood aloof from the colonising movement, and had 
obtained no share in the new Jewish life in Palestine. There were large tracts of 
land there waiting to be developed by Jews, and there were numerous co-operative 
schemes through which any Jew could acquire a piece of land in Palestine at 
moderate cost. It was the duty of English Jews to take part in such schemes, 
and to go and settle in Palestine if they could, or, where that was not possible, at 
least to acquire holdings there. 

After some questions had been put from the audience, and replied to, Mr. 8. 
LANDMAN moved and Mr. L. J. STEIN (the Hon. Secretary of the Committee) 
seconded a vote of tbanks to Rabbi Gollancz and Mrs, Gollancz, for placing their 
rooms at the disposal of the meeting, to Dr. Epstein and Mr. Simon for their 
addresses, and Mr. L. J. Greenberg for presiding ia Dr. Gollancz’s absence. 

Mr. L. J. GREENBERG, baving acknowledged the compliment, said that, 
obviously, the real reason for large tracks of land remaiaing idle in Palestine was 
to be found in the fact that immigration into that country was not freely allowed, 

nd remarked that while Eaglish Jews were agitating for the removal of immigra- 


tion restrictions to Raasia, they might also agitate for ths abolition of the “ Red 
Ticket.” As to Mr. Simon's plea that English Jews should invest their money in 
Palestine by baying land and drawing their rents or profits, Mr. Greenberg said 
he felt bound to protest against the notion of instituting absentee landlordism for 
Palestine. Absentee landlordism in Ireland had been Ireland's curse for genera. 
tions and he hoped the system would never be adopted in Palestine. 

Oa behalf of Mrs. Gollancz and on his own behalf, Rabbi GOLLANCZ also 
responded to the vote of thanks. Of late years he said he had held the opinion 
that n> Jewish Minister of religion should be allowed to accapt a Ministerial 
position, without, after his graduation, he had spent three or six months in the 
Holy Land. He thought it was much to their shame that their forefathers had so 
much neglected Palestine. In not beginning a big colonisation scheme long ago, 
their predecessors had shown a great lack of eathasiasm for their religion and for 
their sacred ties. 


THE LANGUAGE OF ZIONISM.

Sirk ,—I noticed in your last week's is3us your protest against the speakers of 
last week's Zionist meeting at the Shoreditch Towno Hall. You stated that the 
addresses shoald have been delivered in Eaglish or ian Hebrew, as the National 
language of our people. { quite agree with you on that point, but at 
the same time allow m3 to call your attention to the fact that 
speakers, before delivering their speeches, must first of all consider the 
language best understood by the audience. It is understood that speeches 
are not delivered merely for the sake of exhibiting the eloquence of the speaker, 
but their real purpose is to teach the paople who are being addressed, to 
impress upon them ideas upon the subject for the sake of which they are being 
addressed. Weall know perfectly well that the audience at last week's meeting 
at Shoreditch Town Hall possessed a very limited knowledge of Hebrew and 
a still more limited knowledge of English, therefore, if the speakers really 
wished that their efforts should not be in vain, and their words should have any 
effect upon the mea and women they were addressing, they had no other choice 
but to address them only in the one language which would most appeal to them. 

No doubt “ Yiddish ” was the most saitable language in which that particular 
audience of last week's meeting could have been addressed, and the speakera were 
perfectly right in addressing them in that language. 

_We notice our correspondent can find no excuse for the orations in German in 
which we understand several of the speakers indulged. Asa matter of fact 
we dissent entirely from her estimate of the knowledge of English possessed 
by those who comprised the meeting. Oae of the speakers addressed it in 
English, and there were no signs that he was not fally understood and 
appreciated.— EDITOR. |

Sin,—I would be grateful for the hospitality of your columns on bebalf of the 
lding Fund of the London Jewish Hospital. 

It is some Bix years since the movement for the establishment of a Jewish 
‘ospital was first commenced, and as tbe Building Fund bas now bern opened | 
‘ke this opportunity of detailing afew facts to show that not alone is there a 

ed of a Jewish Hospital, but a most crying need. 

The specific provision now in existence in London for the Jewish sick poor is 
all intents and purposes confined to Jewish wards in a few of the big hospitals. 
1e total in-patient accommodation is less than 100 beds, while the 

stimated Jewish population in the East End alone is 120.000. I would lay 
tress on the fact that we do not complain that the doctors and nurses in 
‘bese wards neglect their duty. They do their duty, bot we aek for 
sore; we ask for the sympathy and understanding that can only be felt by one 
Jew for another. Again, in these wards the sentiment and surroundings of a 
‘ewish Hospital are missing. The Jew stricken down with illness needs‘’a Jewish 
environment. He needs it greatly as an aid to recovery, for be is more 
omfortable in mind among his kith and kin. He requires it no less utgently if he 
. sick anto death, for he prefers to die among his own people. Furthermore, the 
‘nior staff and nurses in these wards are a shifting factor, and therefore never 
have any chance of becoming acijuninted with either the character or 
mates. Much might be written regarding the language difficulty, but 
‘ will enffice if those who bave experienced a eerious illness will recall its un- 
oleasant details with its anguish of discomfort and languor, and then imagine the 
licease endured by the sufferer over again as a pauper in a foreign hospital. 

The principle of founding Jewish wards in existing hospitals shows a tendency 
to extension ; tbis is to be deprecated, for it can only lead to waste of funds by the 
establishment of special kitchens and wards in so many separate centres. It is 


‘herefore evident that a system of centralisation—seuch as the Jewish Hospital 


a'd be—would lead not only to economy, but also to the better fulfilment of the 

» ects for which these wards were instituted. 
[t is said that the Jewieh Hospital would be too sectarian in nature, and that 
eotarian institutions should be discouraged, but I can conceive of nothing more 
ectarian in principle than the observance of a Jewish ritual in a Gentile hospital. 
t ig. moreover, a very bad form of sectarianism, for it entails the immediate 
oxtaposition of inimical sects—it would be better for this reason to see the Jews 
‘nostentationsly scattered among the other patients than herded in separate 
wards, challenging comparieons and provoking comments. Yet this very form of 
centuated sectarianism is fostered by thoee who most londly decry a separate 
Jewieh hospital, by those who support every other description of sectarian 
institution except this. An intrusion of alien wards into an English hospital is 
orobably, therefore, as productive of barm as the spectacle of a Jewish hospital 
vou d be beneficial in creating respect for the poor who were considered worthy 
f vroper care by their own race. It is well to add here that the patients will not 
be limited entirely to Jews; the hos))\tal will certainly be adapted to the special 


requirements of the Jewish people, and probably, therefore, mainly freqnented by 
them, but otherwise its doors will be open io all who seek its aid—Jew and 
Gi otile alike. 


There is ove other aspect of the benefits afforded by a Jewish Hospital, ie., 
the anti-missionary aspect. Can the leaders of the community «onscientiously say 
that they have made any efforts to remove tem) tation from the paths of the poor 

eople who attend the Medical Missions, which is the conversionists’ most 
attractive bait for the ca)ture and conversion of the Jewish religious «onecience ” 
There is provision made for the aged of our race, for the incurable, for the orphan, 
and even for the young Jewish criminal, yet our ailing poor must bave recourse to 
Lhe missionaries because, unable to speak the vernacular, they cannot make them- 
‘elves understood at the hospitals, nor can the doctors do justice to their skill for 
same reason. 
For six years have the poor of the East lad striven to erect a Jewish haven 
r their sick; for six years, with dogged perseverance, have they continued to 
sive their mite to the ideal they bold. I say it is to their honour and glory that 
vey continue to give support and contribations for what is, up to the present, a 
castle in the air.” Out of the small sums thus collected, a freehold site of 

0 square feet has been purchased in Stepney Green. Plans have been pre. 

ared by an eminent architect in hospital buildings, and now £22,000 is required 
ercct a modern hospital capable of dealing with about 600 in-patients and 100,000 
ut-patient attendances every year. We have already gained the sympathy and 
material support of a great number of our coreligionists of the West End, who, I 
am clad to say, are energetically working together with their East End bretbren. 
Sut | now earnestly appeal to the generous and charitable leaders of the community 
‘cr their immediate help, so that we can erect the monument which will bea 

ess to our efforts and a glory to the Anglo-Jewish community.

MELSA’S SECOND APPEARANCE. 


Perbaps the most interesting musical event in the past week was the second 
appearance in [L,.ndon at tha Sieinway Hall, on Tharsday eveoinog, of Mr. Daniel 
Melea, the Russian violinist, with whom an interview appeared io our last issue. 
With the exception of \Vieuxtemps’ |) minor Concerto, the programme arranged 
for the occasion represented classic music io ancient and modern form, and it 
would seem that bis great forte lies ia the direction of the classics. The high 
expectations anticipated were more than faliy realised, and Melsa gave every 
evidence once again that he combines refine1 masical concepsion and temperament 
with a highly develop2d technique. His treatmeat of Bach's E major Concerto 
was delightfal, and his tenderiog of the allegros was marked by clear and refined 
phrasing, while the tone was pure and masiocal toa degree. Altogsthar he excelled 
himeelf in bis interpretations of Bach. Glazoanow's Concerto A minor followed, 
and he concluijed hia hizhly refined recital wits Vieuxtemp:;’ Concerto D minor, 
No. 4. The artist throaghoat his performance was most sympathetically followed, 
and received a rousing recepsion. Mr. Charlton K sith was a most able accom paniat. 


NEW YIDDISH DRAMA. 


The combined factors, the cause of an elucational institution and the pro- 
duction of a new play, served to attract a large gathering to the Pavilioa Theatre 
on Tuesday evening. It was the first of two benefit performances of “ Thorns,” 
a new and original drama by Mr. A. Doniach, the proceeds of which are to ba 
davoted to the funds of the Talmad Torah for Girls, of which the author is the 
Principal. The play deals with the life of a Jewish,immigrant, and although the 
plot is somewhat slight, it has proved the remarkab'e versatility of our playwright. 
The central idea of the new play is that the Jews ara considered “ thorns” 
wherever they dwell. The story treats of Mendel Ginsberg and his wife Zipa, 
who, until the advent of a pogrom engineered by the local magistrate, lived on the 
most cordial terms with their Gentile neighbours. The family is subjected to 
rough treatment, and Mendel with his family escape, after much hardship, to 
London. Here Mendel happens on an old “landsman,” now a wealthy “ Faglish. 
man,” whom he befriended in his native towa, but the erstwhile poverty-stricken 
Jew, who has now become thoroughly a:similated, and his “ Faglish Jewish” 
wife have an aversion to “foreign” Jews and refuse help. In the last 
act, Mendel, broken down in health and spirit, is again seen pleading 
for assistance in vain. Mendel in the end dies of starvation. The play, 
somewhat exaggerated in parts, is still a fairly faithfal representation ofa by no 
means rare occurreocs in the life of Rassian immigrants. The acting, on the 
whole, was as usual excellent, and Mr. Moscowitz a3 the Anglicised bu} uogratefal 
Jew scores another triamph in the play, which was very favourably received. Mr. 
Satz gave a brilliant performance of the poor pedlar, and Mme. (oldstein as the 
pediar’s wife,and Mme. Blamenthal as the mercbant’s wife, both realisticall) 
enacted thsir parts. It is confidently anticipsted that the Talmad Torah wil! 
materially benefit as the result of tha performances. 


OTHER CONCERT AND DRAMATIC NOTICES. 


The third of the seoond series of the delightful musical “ At Homes” held at 
4, Titchfield Terrace, Regent’s Park, took place on Tuesday afternoon, when, 
owing no doubt to the inclement weather, the aadiencs was not as large as usual. 
All three performers were, however, in excellent form. Mr. Maurice Picaoas’ 
playing of the violin—his chief contribution was Tartini’s Sonata in G minor— 
was admirable in technique, if occasionally slight!y stolid in expression. Mias 
Juanita Prewett’s freah voice, which has; all the charming qualities of youth con- 
bined with good training, was heard to advantage in a group of Richard Straus;’ 
songs. Miss Gladys Poole played the pianoforte quite brilliantly. Tne last 
concert will be held on the evening of February 11th. 


In the evening, Bechstein Hall was occupied by Miss Sara Sasman, an 
attractive and powerful soprano, with considerable powers of dramatic expression, 
who should be seen far more frequently on the London concert platform. Espaocial 
interest was attached to her rendering of new songs by Mr. Richard Lavitt and Miss 
Cécile Hartog. That Miss Sasman succeeds best in songs of a vivacious character 
was shown by her altogether delightful renderings of Willeby’s L’ [nsouciante 
Bergére” and Brahms’ “Mein Midel hat einen Rosenmund.” Mr. Levitt's 
melody, in a “Spring Pictare,” possesses verve and rhythm, and his setting of 
Longfellow’s “ Evening Star” has atmosphere. Miss Hartog’s Somebody” has 
a pleasing plaintive:ess, and her “ Lad’s Love” is flowing and tuneful. “ Lac’s 
Love” proved so much to the liking of the audience that it had to be repeated. 
Miss Susman was assisted by Miss Gwenhilda Birkett, a capable ‘cellist, more 
distinguished as an instrumentalist than asa composer. Mr. F. B. Kiddle was at 
the piano. 


The sixth of the (aeen’s Hall Orchestra's Symphony Concerts, under the 
conductorship of Sir Henry J. Wood, takes place to-morrow, at Queen’s Hall. The 
principal feature will be the first production in England of Alexander Scriabine’s 
* Prometheus ” (The Poem of Fire) for orchestra, with pianoforte obligato. This 
work, which has aroused much discussion in Russia, and in other musical centres 
in Western Europe, represents an advanced step in the expression of Scriabine's 
very individual and peculiar views as to the use and meaning of his art. 
Musically, the work represents many new and interesting features; Scriabine’s 
harmony and orchestration being daringly unconventional and personal. Thevery 
difficult pianoforte part will be played by Mr. Arthur Cooke, a Birmingham 
musician, who has often played with great success at the Promenade Concerts. 
A new <ieparture is being made in that ‘ Prometheus” is to be given twice in the 
course of the afternoon. Besides the Socriabine novelty, the re-appearance of the 
violinist, Herr Carl Flesch, will be welcome to those who admire his fine style. 
He will be heard in the Beethoven Violin Concerto. The overture to Glick’s 
‘** Aloeste,” and a Haydn Symphony, in B flat complete the prcgramme. 


An exceptionally interesting performanc>, arranged by Miss Floyd Ariston 
aud Mrs Albert Bradshaw, will be given at the Kiog’s Hall, Covent Garden, on 
Saturday evening, February 15ih, in aid of the Children’s Dinner Fund. A 
number of distinguished society ladies will take part.

It is said of him that he conld, if 
he so desired, become a star baseball plaver, whilst in America he is recognised, 
says & contemporary, as an excellent basket-ball plaver and footballer. Hurst has 
come here chictly with the idea of meeting the best E sglish light-weights, and so 
covfident is be of bis own powers that he will not strenuously object if some of his 
opponents prove half-a-dozen pounds heavier than he is. 


A Remarkable Record. 


Our latest visitor is 22 years of age, and stands about 5ft. fins. He is of 
powerful build, with deep chest and splendid shon'ders. He bas only lost three 
contests in about two bucdred, states the Sporting Life. and bas only been 
knocked-out once. He comes from America with the bigbest possible credentials, 
and his unsucceesfal opponents include some of the best men in the States. He 
bas only been boxing four years, and did not advance into the first class until a 
yearago. “I became a boxer almost by accident.” he said. “I was an athletic 
and baseball coach in Philadelphia, and some of the boys kept asking me to go in 
for boxing. After a while I found I could do things. I really learnt the game at 
Starr Garden Park, Philadelphia, where I was born in May, 18/1. This ts the first 
trip I have made to England. 14m used to having men against me who are much 
heavier than myself, and I am willing to meet anyone.” Hirst singles out Fred 
Welsh, Matt Wells, Hughie Mehegan, Jaca Ward, and Fred Velavey, but any 
other good light-weight can have a match. He is not an American boxer in the 
accepted sense, for he relies more upon cleverness than upon strength. There is 
little doubt that plenty opportunities will be afforded him of exhibiting bis ability.

The Olympic Games. 


An interesting proposal concerning the Olympic games was made by the 
President of the South London Harriers (of which several coreligionista are 
members) at the annual dinner on Wedneaday night. The President urged 
that the games should be open to both amateurs and professionals. Great 
interest, be eaid, is now taken by athletes and athletic clubs in the Olympic 
Games. My idea of running, sport, cricket, and all our diffsrent branches of 
athletics is that they must not in any degree become a business, such as some 
kinds of football. We run for pleasure and for fan. We do not ran to make onr- 
selves mere machines. We do not train day after day to ran one distance. We 
do not train ucder, I may say, “ masters” in the same sense that athletes do in 
some countries. The Olympic Games, in my opinion, should not be absolutely 
davoted toamateurs. They should ba open to the bast athletes that any country 
can produce, professional or amateur, and on those lines only will you obviate the 
dilferernce that exists between Eng! sh athletics and athletics as practised in many 
countries that compete in those Games. We bave in this country a strong line drawn 
between amateurs and professional. I do not think that strong line is drawn in 
other countries as itis here. Therefore we are not in the same position to com- 
pete as other countries, and antil those Games are thrown open to professionals, 
as well as amateaors, and the best men can meet each other, our position as the 
premier athletic country of the world will never again be attained. 

There is a great deal of diversitied opinion on the subject, bat, needless to 
say, profeszionals all over the country view the proposition with great favour.

AUNTIE'S CHAT. 


From the letters of my correspondents, I gather 
that you all like my turning occasionally to the pages 
of Jewish history for the subject of one of my weekly 
chats. This week I propose to tell you the story of one 
of the ¢reatest figures in Jewish annals, Samuel Ibn 
Nagrela, better known as Samuel Nagid—Samuel, the 
Prince. 

The Poor Grocer. 

Samuel was born at Cordova, in Spain, in the year 
993, and be was a pupil of two great Rabbis. One of 
bis teachers was Rabbi Chanoch, who initiated him into 
the Talmud, and the other was Rabbi Chajug, a cele- 
brated grammarian, wh» taught him Hebrew. Samuel 
also became a five Arabic scholar. Ino April, 1013, 
Cordova was the scene of a terrible conflict between 
Arab and Berber chieftains, and the city was sacked. 
Tbe leading Jews were able to escape with great diffi- 
culty, and Samael reached the barbour-town of Malaga, 
where he established himself as @ grocer io a little 
sbep, and pursued his Talmadic and linguistic studies 
whevever his customers left bim free. He was very 
poor, and it was only with the greatest difficulty that 
be was able to make ends meet. Bat if he was poor in 
worldly goods he soon became very rich in knowledge, 
for he understood Hebrew, Arabic, Chaldee, Latin, and 
the Castilian and Berber tongues. He wrote Arabic 
most elegantly, and his handwriting was like copper- 
plate. 

The Vizie#. 

Malaga at that time was in the dominion of a 
Berber King, named Habus, and the town itself was 
ruled by a Vizier, named Abulkazim Ibn Alarif, whose 
palace happened to be next door to Samuel’s grocer’s 
shop. The Vizier chanced to employ a trasty female 
slave to collect information for him as to what was 
going on in the town, and she was friendly with 
Samuel, and asked him to write out her reports for 
her. These reports were couched in such fine style, 
and were so beautifally written, that the Vizier asked 
that the writer might be sammoned to his presence, 
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
